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THOROUGH—FINAL—UNCONDITIONAL. 
Tuz Ministry is re-constituted, and the day for the meeting of 
Parliament is definitively fixed. It is known that the Govern- 
ment intend to bring forward a measure for the settlement of the 
Corn Law question; and the great point of interest for the 
country now is, what that measure is to be. Its nature and 
character will be decisive of Sir Robert Peel’s statesmanlike 
capacity. He has a great question to set at rest, a powerful 


party to subdue, and a still more powerful party to satisfy. It 
behoves him to consider well his cvurse; aud Lh WE COUIG tila 


that our suggestions would have any influence with him, we 
would earnestly entreat him to weigh the following con-

His measure must be such as, firstly, to settle the question for 
ever, to preclude the necessity of any subsequent discussion ; 
secondly, to secure the hearty support of the whole Liberal party 
in and out of Parliament; thirdly, to put an end to agitation ; 
and, fourthly, to meet the impending scarcity, by procuring the 
largest possible importation of foreign corn during the current 
year. Now, nothing short of total and unconditional repeal will 
effect these objects. 

If the proposition be not such as to set the question at rest for 
ever, and at once, it needs no words to show that a large portion 
of its value as a healing measure will be lost. Irritating dis- 
cussions, heart-burning animosities, will continue unallayed, and 
neither farmers, landholders, nor merchants, will feel that secu- 
tity against future change which is absolutely essential to enable 
them to make their arrangements, or carry on their operations 
with certainty or comfort. Now, it is evident that no measure 
for the settlement of the Corn Laws can be complete and final, 
which does not involve their total repeal. 

Whatever be the proposition of Government, whether for total 
and immediate repeal—for a low fixed duty—or for a vanishing 
duty, it is equally certain to encounter the stubborn and angry 
opposition of the protectionist party—an opposition which, from 
their past conduct and their present language, we may feel perfectly 
certain no concession (compatible with any approach to a settle- 
ment) willdisarm. It is equally certain that no measure which is 
not thorough and final will meet with the support of the now united 
liberals and free traders ; their position is taken, and from that 
position they will not, and cannot budge one inch. Now, without 
their support, Sir Robert knows that he cannot carry any measure 
of free trade ; and, to bring forward a proposal which free traders 
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and protectionists will unite to oppose (as they will anything 
short of complete repeal on the one side, or full protection on the 
other) would be fatal alike to his character and his position. A com- 
plete and thorough measure is obviously the only one which Sir 
Robert can carry through either house of Parliament; and not- 
withstanding the many mistakes and miscalculations of his past 
career, yet, judging by his more recent acts of. commercial legis- 
lation, we are encouraged to believe that now, on this question, 
with all the elements for a just decision before him, he will not 
propose anything which he cannot carry. A small measure will 
secure the opposition of his enemies—a small measure will 
not secure the assistance of his friends. It is a vast point in the 
wisdom of a statesman so to frame his measures as to ensure the 
maximum of support, and the minimum of opposition ; and in matters 
in which great public interests are concerned and great public 
excitement aroused, no half measure can ever combine these two 
requirements. We have long felt convinced that it was the largeness 
of the Reform Bill, and this alone, which enabled the Whigs to 
carry it. A bill of less startling magnitude would never have so 
aroused the enthusiasm of the country—and without that en- 
thusiasm the Whigs and their Reform Bill would have sunk 
together. They could not carry the disfranchisement of Old Sarum 
and East Retford—they did carry schedules Aand B. Let Sir R. 
Peel lay this lesson to heart ; it involves a sure and mighty axiom 
of political science. 

Farther, it must surely be a great object, not only to Sir Robert 
Peel, but to all sober and Conservative statesmen, to procure the 
dissolution of so formidable an organisation as the League. The 
League is unquestionably an extra-constitutional body, unrecog- 
nised by the English commonwealth, which, if permanent, might 
become dangerous, and which ought not to exist, and would not 
exist, if the legislature were what it ought to be, and did what it 
vught todo. It is a representation of that public feeling, and 
those public wants, which ought to find their adequate and ample 
represtutation in Parliament. Conservative. and, above all, aris- 
tocratic statesmen, ought to feel that a body, so powerful, so ad- 
mirably organised, so pertinacious, so penetrating, yet so sober, 
cannot continue to exist without opening many questions, and 
investigating many acts and systems, that, for their safety at 
least, were better left unmooted. In making these remarks we 
know that we speak the sentiments of many of the leading mem- 
bers of the League itself. We say, therefore, it is of great im- 
pretense that the League should be dissolved. Now, the League 

as pledged itself to be dissolved by the total repeal of the Corn 
Laws, and by that alone. 

In the fourth place, it is clear that nothing short of total repeal 
will have much effect upon our present necessities. A partial or 
prospective repeal would not help us in the least. Wheat is al- 
ready too high in all parts of the world to enable it to pay any 
duty at all (in addition to freight) on entering our country; and 
a partial repeal or a vanishing duty to aid us now, must be accom- 
panied by an immediate suspension of this duty for six months at 
least,—a complication of blunders, from the very idea of which 
Sir Robert, we are certain, would recoil. 

Farther, we trust that Sir R. Peel will not fall into the fatal 
error of purchasing repeal from the protectionists. This will not 
satisfy either the League or the liberals. They have won the battle, 
and there must be no bargaining about the victory. Any nego- 
ciation, of which the object is to free the country from one un- 
equal burden by laying upon it another—to induce the agricul- 
turists to give up one unjust privilege by conferring upon them 
another, will be peremptorily and indignantly scouted. There 
must be no compensation given to the oppressor for the withdrawal 
of an oppressive and unjust monopoly. If the landed interest or 
the farming interest have any burdens or difficulties not shared in 
an equal measure by all other interests, let there be prompt in- 
quiry and redress—but let the corn laws be repealed first. Let there 
be no haggling about right and justice—no compromise—no halt- 
ing between two opinions; in the admirable language of Mr Mill, 
let Sir Robert Peel “seek conciliation, not by compromise, but by 
= justice ; not by giving to every man the half of what he asks, 
“but the whole of what he ought to have.” 
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SPECULATION AND THE PROSPECT OF THE MONEY 

MARKET.—THE BANK.OF ENGLAND. 
Tue partial relaxation of the pressure which recently was felt in 
the money market, anda returning feeling of confidenee, have 
already elicited a disposition for a revival of speculation, and the 
resuscitation of schemes which had been abandoned. We were 
always of opinion that the fears which were entertained on the 
difficulty which would be experienced in the transfer of railway 
deposits to the Accountant-General, were if not altogether ground- 
less, yet, greatly exaggerated But while we denied the influence 
which that mere transfer of capital was likely to have in materi- 
ally deranging the money market, we never ceased to point to 
another and more prominent cause for capital becoming scarce, 
and the rate of interest advancing. Further reflection on the part 
of the public, as to the effect likely to be produced on the money 
market by the transfer in question, and its having become ap- 
parent that but a very small proportion of the announced schemes 
will proceed to Parliament at all, have tended to re-assure the 
public mind against the alarm which existed on this point. But 
while we are glad to see these alarms abated, we are more than 
ever desirous, that the more certain and permanent cause of an 
increasing scarcity of capital should not be overlooked, and there- 
by lead to new and dangerous speculations. We are quite free to 
admit, that there has probably been a larger accumulation of capi- 
tal in this country during the last two years, than at any previous 
period. But, on the other hand, it mustalso be admitted that there 
never was any former period when the country was committed to 
so large an expenditure for fixed and permanent objects. If to 
the ordinary objects of investment, which are rapidly increasing in 
every part of the kingdom in the shape of improvements of, and 
additions to, the real property of the country, and by the exten- 
sion of commerce, we add the railways now in the course of con- 
struction, for which acts were obtained in the last session of Par- 
liament, and those which were left in an advanced stage of their 
parliamentary proceedings at the end of the last session, the 
lowest sum which can be computed for these works is one 
hundrec millions, altogether independent of the new lines which 
for the first time are now preparing to go to Parliament. We 
cannot but consider that under such circumstances any attempt 
to commit the capital of the country to farther undertakings 
would be a rash and dangerous proceeding, alike injurious to 
the public and to the individual promoters. 

There is perhaps no means by which we can show how much | 
more the capital of the country is in full employment at this time 
compared with the corresponding time of last year, than by refer- 
ing to the condition of the Bank of England at the two periods; | 
and this will also tend to correct some very erroneous impressions | 


itis expected will be experienced after the payment of the Janu- 
ary dividends. 

In the acccounts as now made up and published by the Bank, | 
we may leave the notes in circulation out of consideration alto- 
gether, as they are provided for by the bullion and securities in 
the issue department. In the part of the account appertaining 


to the banking department, we may also leave out of considere- 
tion the capital uu the vue side, aud the government secur- 


ties on the other, which are maintained at nearly the same 
amount, and therefore the real elements of that account, affecting 
the state of the money market, are the deposits on the one side, 





and the private securities and reserves on the other side of the 
account; the deposits representing the Jiabilities of the banking 
department, the private securities, consisting chiefly of commercial 
bills, representing the invested portion of the assets, and the 
reserve of notes and coin being the fund to answer all demands 
made upon the deposits, and from which alone additional ad- 
vances can be made. It will, therefore, be apparent how essen- 
tial it is to watch the relative proportion which the reserve bears 
at any particular time to the amount of deposits. It may be well 
to remark that, during the currency of every quarter, the por- 
tion of the deposits designated “ public,” gradually increases by 
the payments on account of the revenue, but that they always 
suffer a certain and large diminution by the periodical payment 
of the dividends. Thus, since the payment of the dividends in 
October last, after which the public deposits were reduced to 
4,488,419/, they have increased, until the accounts we published 
last week showed a sum of 9,408,044/, being an increase of liability 
on this head of nearly 5,000,000/. The accounts of the Bank 
show that these public deposits have been used with great libe- 
rality in affording facilities to the public by discounts and ad- 
vances; for we find that, during that period, while the reserve 
has only increased by the sum of 1,390,453/, the private securi- 
ties on which advances have been made have increased from 
14,049,529/, on the 18th of October, to 16,329,285/ by the last 
published accounts, showing a difference of 2,279,7567. But we

which at present exist as to a greater abundance of money, which 


are now approaching the period when the January dividends 
must be paid, and the public deposits reduced by the large 
sum required for that purpose. It may, therefore, be useful to 
compare the condition of the Bank at this time with that in 
which it stood at the corresponding date of last year, and then 
to inquire what effect the payment of the dividends in January 
last produced upon the account as it then stood, to enable us to 
estimate the effect which, it is probable, will be produced by the 
same payments a fortnight hence. 


By the returns,published in the Gazette ofthe 25th Dece:aber

We thus see that the liabilities of the Bank have increased by 
the sum of 3,550,825/, while the bullion has diminished no less 
than 1,664,794/, and while the securities representing the advances 
to the public have increased by the enormous sum of 5,226,752/. 

The striking change in the condition of the Bank will, however, 
be more apparent when we examine the items in the account of 
the banking department, which, we have already shown, chiefly 
indicate those fluctuations which affect the money market.

Thus, compared with the same period last year (just prior to 
the payment of the January dividends), the deposits or liabilities 
of the Banking department are now greater by the large sum of 
2,699,715l, while the reserve of notes and coin against those 
increased liabilities is reduced by nearly the equally large sum of 
2,423,744/. In other words, a year ago the Bank held a reserve 
of 9,751,047/, to meet the payments of the January dividends, 
and otherwise to provide for the demands consequent upon an 
amount of deposits of 15,423,996/. Now, the Bank holds only 
a reserve of 7,327,293/, to meet the payment of the January 
dividends, the increased expenditure of the Government in other 
respects, and otherwise to provide for the demands consequent 
upon deposits increased to 18,123,711/. The striking circum-

WitU UMESE JACIS VeIUre us Uf the changed conditions of the 
Bank, let us now examine what effect on the deposits, the private 
securities, and the reserve of notes and coin on band which the pay- 
ment of the dividends produced in Jannary last, It. is anite 
clear that the Bank can only provide payment of the dividends 
from the notes in reserve, by calling up its advances on securities, 
or by the increase of other deposits. On the 10th of January 
these items of the amount of the Banking department stood

We thus see that the reduction which took place in the public 
deposits at that time, was no less than 4,579,390/, which was pro- 
vided for a reduction of the advances on security to the public of 
2,865,597/, a reduction in the reserve of 1,023,054/, and an increase 
of private deposits of nearly 700,000/. The abundance of money

in January last, and the low rate interest rendered the re-pay- 
ment of 2,865,597/ of the advances of the bank a matter of ease. 

In the present year the payments for the dividends and on ac- 
count of the public service otherwise must amount to a consider- 
ably larger sum than last year, and we cannot expect a demand 
upon the Bank in the course of the next four weeks of less than 
6,000,000/ for these objects. With the reserve of notes and coin 
reduced to so low.a sum it is evident that the largest portion of 
this 6,000,000/ must be provided by the repayment of the advances 
now made on private securities; which we must expect to see very 
considerably reduced. It is quite true that the payment of the 
dividends by the Bank, to the public, will provide bankers and 
billbrokers in some measure with the means of repaying the ad- 
vances in question. But then, when we consider how many calls 
for various purposes have been postponed to this particular junc- 
ture, in the expectation that money will be then abundant, and 
seeing that the position of the Bank accounts, will then render it 
needful that their advances should be so much reduced, it appears 
clear, that a considerable demand for money will after that time 
be experienced; and it is not improbable that it may then be 
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found a <ecessary and prudent course for the Bank to follow, to 
raise “¢ rate of interest. 

% is quite true that as soon as the transfer of the deposits on 
we railway schemes shail have taken place and all anxiety on 
that score is at an end, there will be less hesitation in the employ- 
ment of capital, but against this it must not be overlooked that 
very large calls must be made during the spring and the whole 

ear for the works in progress. We see by the diminished reserve 
of the Bank and the increased amount of its advances on private 
securities compared with this time last year, how much during 
that period capital has been absorbed; this absorption is still 
going forward, and whatever may be the temporary effects of the 
payments and transfers which will take place during the next six 
weeks, nothing that we can at present discover can prevent a 
steady increase in the value of money during the present year. 
The great accumulation of unemployed capital which was so ap- 
parent during 1844, has evidently been absorbed and applied in 
1845, and further investment must now be made from present 
accumulations, or transferred from other uses least remunerative. 
We do not, however, fear that the year may be accompanied by a 
good and profitable business provided the ministry are able early

in the session to place the corn law question on a satisfactory 
basis, either by a permanent or a temporary measure. But, above 
| all things, we cannot too much deprecate any attempt to revive 
| speculation and increase the already numerous demands upon 
| the resources of the country. 
FREE TRADE AND THE REVENUE. 
Ir must be admitted that one of the most obvious and direct 
consequences of a repeal of the Corn Laws will be a repeal of all 
other protective and differential duties. Sound policy and justice 
to all classes of the community will equally demand these re- 
| forms in our fiscal laws; and we are not surprised at the effort 
which it is already evident will be made on the part of those 
whose whole object is to obstruct the necessary reforms which 
the Government has in view, by endeavouring to excite the 
fears of the country on the subject of revenue and taxation. 
It was under the pretext of raising revenue to the State that 
protective duties were first introduced, and it cannot, there- 
fore, excite surprise if there should be an attempt to create 
a prejudice in the public mind against their abolition, on 
the ground of endangering public credit, or, at least, of leading 
to the imposition of other new taxes. In the present advanced 
stage of the free trade discussion, it may appear to some an 
unnecessary task that we should dwell upon the difference between 
duties imposed for the purposes of protection and those imposed 
for the objects of revenue. But we are so much struck by the 
numerous evidences which we at present discover, both private 
and public, of the efforts that will be used, in the coming struggle, 
to confuse these two distinct classes of duties, and to prejudice 
the cause of free trade, that we are induced to examine how far 
the revenue is dependent upon that part of the present customs’ 
duties which operate as “protective,” and which, as such, are 
objected to by the advocates of free trade. 

Exclusive of corn, the customs’ duties in 1844 amounted to 
£22,741,743: and further deducting the amount received from 
cotton and sheeps’ wool, raw silk, flax, and hemp, the duties 
upuu which were abvlished in the last session, then would be 
left the sum of £21,969,489, as derived from all other articles. 
To contribute this amount of revenue, no fewer than eight hundred 
and eight articles were chargeable with customs’ duties ; but of that 
large number, ten articles only yielded no less than £20,319,491, 
leaving a sum of only £1,649,998 as the produce of the whole 
remaining seven hundred and ninety-eight articles. ‘This classifica- 
tion of the customs’ revenue of 1844 may be thus more clearly

Of the ten articles which thus constitute more than ninety per cent 
of the customs’ revenue, the chief articles which are subject to 
protective or differential duties are coffee, sugar, and timber, 
while tea, wine, tobacco, and fruits may be considered strictly as 
revenue duties. An inquiry into the effect which the differential 
duties upon coffee and sugar exercise upon the public interests 
and upon the revenue, will suffice to show the general tendency 
of all such laws. " i

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COFFEE DUTIES. 

The duty chargeable upon coffee of colonial growth is four pence per 
pound, or 37s 4d per owt, while that chargeable upon coffee of foreign 
growth is sirpence per pound, or 56s per cwt. In 1844, the quantity 
of coffee taken for consumption was 280,314 ewt, of which 174,688 cwt 
was of colonial growth, and 105,626 cwt of foreign growth, me ar 
to the respective duties of 37s 4d and 56s per cwt. It must be plain 
to those least accustomed to these subjects that the price at which 
foreign coffee, with the addition of the higher rate of duty, could be 
furnished to the consumer must determine the price whieh ean be 
obtained for colonial coffee; and that the latter eommanding the 
same price from the consumer, but being subjected to a lower duty, 
the difference must operate as so much additional price to the pro- 
ducer, without any corresponding benefit to the revenue. Thus, for 
example, foreign coffee of a good quality is now worth 6ls 4d per 
cwt in bond, before any duty is paid; if to that price we add the 
duty of 56s to which it is subject, the price to the consumer is then | 
increased to 117s 4d per ewt, and colonial coffee of the same quality 
will equally be worth the seme price, but being subject only to a duty 
of 37s 4d in place of 56s, it will command a price of 80s per owt 
without the duty, while the foreign coffee of the same quality sells 
only at 6ls 4d. ‘the consumer pays the same price for both, while 
in the one case 56s of that price goes to the revenue, and in the 
other only 37s 4d, the difference of 18s 8d being retained to the sole 
benefit of the favoured producer, and operating as a protective tax 
equally paid by the consumer, but adding nothing to the publie ex- 
chequer. It may be an instructive inquiry to see how these re- 
spective duties affected the interests of the revenue and the consumer 
on the quantities of coffee consumed last year. 

The cost to the public of the coffee consumed in 1844 may be thus 
stated :—

Of this sum 621,835/ represents duties, and 1,022,671/ the price paid to 
the importer. Now, looking to this statement, it must be apparent 
that if the duties were equalised the price in bond must also be 
equalised ; that if the duty upon colonial coffee were raised to the 
same rate as that charged on foreign coffee, the price to the consumer 
would still be the same, while the revenue would be enriched by all 
the difference ; or if the duty on foreign coffee were reduced to the 
same rate as that chargeable upon colonial coffee, the price to the 
consumer would be reduced upon the whole quantity by all the 
difference, while the revenue would only suffer a reduction on the 
portion of foreign coffee on which the higher rate of duty is now 
paid ; and in all probability the additional quantity consumed at the 
lower price would make up for the reduction of the rate of duty. 

It is essential that the exact operation of these duties should be 
made as clear as possible. Let us suppose the rates of duty equalised, 
and that now chargeable on foreign coffee reduced to 37s 4d per cwt, 
the same as is chargeable upon colonial coffee. The effect would be 
that in place of 117s 4d, the present cost to the consumer, it would be 
reduced to Gls 4d, plus the duty of 37s 4d, or 98s 8d per cwt. Now, 
then, suppose that the consumption continued only at the same rate, 
the gain to the public by the reduction of the differential duty would 
be thus :

So that, while the revenue would loose 128,016/, by equalising 
the duties to the lowest rate, the country would gain 261,625/ by 
a reduction of price. But experience gives us abundance of evi- 
dence, and in no article more than in coffee, that the consumption 
increases even in a greater proportion than the price is diminished, 
But even supposing the same sum of money only should still be 
expended in coffee at the reduced price, as now is at the high 
price, then we should find the following results on the interests 
of the consumer and the revenue. The sum of 1,644,506/, which 
is expended in the whole consumption of coffee at the present 
price, would, if the price were reduced to 98s 8d per cwt, give a 
consumption of 333,346 cwts, instead of 280,314, or an addition of 
53,032 cwts. The account would then stand thus—

Thus, in this view of the case, by the reduction of the protective duty 


to the lowest rate, the public, at the same cost, have the advantage of 
an additional supply of coffee of no less than 53,032 cwts, and the 
revenue gains, besides, the small sum of 419/. 

But suppose the duties are equalised by raising the rate charged 
on colonial coffee to that charged on foreign coffee, then the price 
would still remain at 117s 4d, and no material increase of consump- 
tion could be expected; still, only 280,314 cwts would be consumed 
at the present cost to the country. But, in that case, what would be 
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the effect on the revenue? In place of the present amount, at the 
respective duties of 37s 4d and 56s, we should have a revenue de- 
rived from the same quantity, all at the higher rate of 56s ; thus—

Thus, by the equalisation of the coffee duties and the abolition of 
a protective principle, one of the three following results must take 

ce :— 

First.—If the duties were equalised to the lowest rate, and the 
same quantity of coffee were still only consumed, the country would 
_ in reduced price the sum of 261,625/, while it would lose by re- 

uction of revenue 128,016/, leaving a balance in its favour of 
133,5092. 

Second.—If the duties were equalised to the lower{rate, and the 
same sum of money expended in the article as at present, the reduced 
price would furnish an additional quantity of no less than 53,032 ewts 
at the same cost, and the revenue would, at the reduced duty, gain 
4191; while the dealers, merchants, and shipowners, would have the 
advantage of, and additional profit on, that increased amount of 
business. 

Or Third.—If the duties were equalised by raising the lower to the 
higher rate, then the cost and consumption of coffee would re- 
main stationary at the present rate, but the revenue would derive 
a clear gain of no less than 163,043/. 


SUGAR DUTIES. 

But the injury to the consumer, and the loss to the revenue, 
consequent upon a system of differential duties, are eyen more 
clearly shown in the case of the sugar duties. For the purpose 
of examining the operation of these duties, we will consider them 
under the great modifications of last session. By the law of last 
session the duties were reduced to 14s per cwt on colonial sugar, 
and to 23s 4d per cwt on foreign free-labour sugar. Under these 
reduced duties the consumption has rapidly increased, but still 
it has been very evident during the whole year, that the quantity 
has been materially lessened by the operation of the protective 
duty of 23s 4d. 

By the Board of Trade official tables of imports, published in 
our last supplement, it appears that the consumption of the year 
up to the 5th of adhd had been 4,174,270 cwts of colonial 
sugars, and 53,843 cwts of foreign sugar. The cost of this quan- 


tity of ongee to the consumer may be thus stated :—

In this case, as in that of coffee, it must be plain that as long 
as both duties are operative, the higher rate added to the price 
of sugars in the open markets of the world, must regulate the 
cost of allsugar to the consumer. As long as foreign sugar at 
30s 8d per cwt, in bond, pays the duty of 23s 4d, the price to the 
consumer cannot be less than 54s per cwt; and sugar of the same 
quality, of colonial growth, will command the same price, but 


being subject only to a duty of 14s, the importer will roccive at 
the rate of 40s per cwt for colonial sugar, while foreign sugar, of 


the same quality, sells only for 30s 8d. 

The same reasoning applies in the case of sugar as we have 
already used in that of coffee; and we will therefore, without again 
repeating it, merely examine what would be the effect of an equal- 
isation of the present modified duties. If these duties were 
equalised by reducing the highest to the lowest rate, then foreign 
sugar worth 30s 8d in bond would be sold at 44s 8d to the con- 
sumer including the duty, and colonial sugar of the same quality 
would only command the same price. A reduction of 9s 4d per 
cwt (the amount of the existing difference of the duties) would 
thus take place in the entire quantity of sugar consumed in the 
kingdom. For the ten months ending the 5th of November that 
quantity was 4,228,113 cwts, and the effect of that reduction of 


price may therefore be thus stated :—

Thus while this reduction of duty would sacrifice only 25,127/ of 
revenue the public would gain by a reduction of price no less than 
1,973,117/. But, as in the case of coffee, there can be no question 
that this reduction of price would promote a greatly increased con- 
sumption, and more than equivalent to the reduction of duty. But 
suppose, that only the same sum was continued to be expended 
on the article at the lower price, that is now at the present price,

Thus by an equalisation of duty and a reduction of price, 
assuming that the public would still expend the same sum on 
sugar as they do at present, they would obtain a quantity greater 
by 884,231 cwts at the same cost, while the revenue would be 
benefitted by the sum of 593,835/. But suppose the duties were 
equalised by raising the lower rate of 14s to the bigher rate of 
23s 4d; in that case the cost would not be reduced to the con- 
sumer, but would remain as it now is, limited by the addition of 
the foreign duty to the price of foreign sugar in bond; and no 
material increase of consumption could be looked for. Still only 
4,228,113 cwts would be consumed at the price of 54s per cwt, 


as at this time. But what would be the effect on the revenue ?— 
Cwts. £.

The same at the higher ratio of 23s 4d would be 4,932,797

So that again in this case, one of the three following effects 
would result from an equalisation of the sugar duties. 

First. If the duties were equalised by a reduction of the higher 
to the lower rate, and the quantity consumed continued only the 
same as at present, then the public would gain, by a reduction 
of price, a sum equal to 1,947,992/, while the revenue only lost 
25,1271. 

Second. If the duties were equalised by a reduction of the 
higher to the lower rate, and the public expended only the same 
sum on sugar which they do at present, they would obtain for 
that sum an additional quantity equal to 884,231 cwts, while the 
revenue would gain no less than 593,835/, 

Or, Third. If the duties were equalised by raising the lower 
to the higher rate, the price of sugar and the amount of con- 
sumption would continue as at present, but the revenue would 
gain the enormous sum of 1,947,992/. 

These two cases may be considered as fair examples of the 
operation of all protective and differential duties. They tax the 
consumer without enriching the state; they raise the price of the 
commodity without adding to the amount of the public revenue. 
So’ far from free trade, which seeks only to abolish protection and 
equalise differential duties, being inimical to the revenue, we 
have seen that in the case of coffee and sugar alone a sum equal 
to 2,111,035/ might be added to the public income, or otherwise 
given to the public in the advantages of a reduction of price, or 
of an increased supply at the present cost, by the equalisation of 
these duties ;—a sum too, it may be remarked, larger than the 
entire amount produced from the whole remaining seven hundred 
and nine ty-eight articles which, in addition to the ten enumerated, 
mahe up the sumbeo: vf articlcs on which the revenue of 1844 
was charged. 

There is, however, an exceedingly interesting branch of this 
inquiry connected with the numerons minor articles inelnded in 
our tariff, to which protective duties less or more apply; as to 
their effect upon the revenue, on the general industry of the coun- 
try, and on the interests of those immediately engaged therein, to 
which onr attention shall be directed on an early occasion. 





AMERICAN WAR MANIA. 
(To——.) 
New York, 14th Nov. 1844. 

What a curious coincidence it is, that just at the moment when 
arrives in this country on a mission of peace and good will, 
he should hear the subject of a war with England discussed on all 
sides! It will be no wonder if he should rate the common sense 
of the American community at no very high standard, should any 
actual steps be taken by Congress to occasion a war, and it is on 
thia topic that I now address you. 

§& I have watched with great anxiety, during the summer, the progress 
of this war mania ; and when I ascertained, late in August, that no ad- 
vances had been made in the negotiation for a boundary line, between 
Mr Pakenham and Mr Buchanan, my fears were increased. I had 
strong reasons for believing that Mr Polk, urged on by Mr Walker, his 
secretary of the Treasury, and possibly by Mr Benton, senator from 
Missouri, had determined upon what is termed “a war message” to 
Congress. { then came to the conclusion that, with the Western votes, 
enough might be added from the democratic members from other 
parts of the Union to give the president a majority, unless some 
decided step was taken by Mr Calhoun and his Southern friends to 
prevent such a coalition. I waited, week after week, for such a 
demonstration, through the Charleston Mercury, which is Mr Cal- 
houn’s organ, but seeing none I became alarmed, aud wrote a pri- 
vate letter to an old friend of mine and an intimate friend of Cal- 
houn’s, who resides in Charleston, and who is one of the first men 
in the South, telling him very decidedly that, unless Mr Calhoun 
was sent back to the Senate this winter, I considered a war to be 
next to inevitable, and I begged of him to lose no time in _con- 
sulting among his friends and arranging the matter. Before I had

time to ‘eceive a reply, the Charleston Mercury did speak out 
agains & war on such a ridiculous quarrel as a portion of Oregon, 
avs plainly hinted that the Southern States would never agree to it! 
Since then I have conversed with the confidential correspondent of 
Mr Calhoun, and have ascertained that he consents to return to 
the Senate if the South Carolina legislature should request it, and 
means have since been taken to have such a request made on the 
meeting of the legislature. Now, therefore, I breathe freely, for I 
feel perfectly satisfied that the vile plot of sundry politicians to in- 
volve the country in war will be exposed and defeated, and chiefly 
through the influence of Mr Calhoun. He is a monomaniast about 
slavery, and has written many foolish things on that subject; but he 
is an honest man, a Christian, and, what is more rare, an honest 
politician, and he will not consent to a war where no single point of 
national honour is at stake. 

I think it very likely that the significant article in the Charleston 
Mercury may induce Mr Polk to modify his message somewhat. Still, 
you must be prepared fora high toned assertion of the American 
claim to all the Orage territory, and a recommendation to Congress 
to extend our laws over it at once, and possibly to build some forts, 
but you must not be alarmed. 

If I could take the same liberty with Sir Robert Peel that I used 
to do with my personal friends Lords Lansdowne and Monteagle 
when they were in office, I should very frankly tell him that the 
policy of England, in order to preserve peace, is to remain perfectly 
quiet, and permit the sensible and honest portion of the American peo- 
ple to keep in complete check the dishonest and reckless portion of it. 

This can and will be done provided England should make no de- 
monstration of a hostile nature, and take no notice of anything re- 
commended by Mr Polk, until it has actually passed both Houses of 
Congress. This prudent course will give time to the friends of law 
and order to defeat the wicked plots of the plunderers, of the men 
who advocate war, merely to advance their personal interests. 

I know that some injudicious friends to both countries have written 
out to high political characters in England, telling them that the 
surest way to prevent war is for Sir Robert Peel, on the receipt of Mr 
Polk’s warlike message, to'send out at once a special ambassador to 
demand categorically from the President whether he will go on 
with the negotiation fora division of the territory ; if he declines to do 
80, then to give notice that England will declare war, and thus frighten 
Congress into a compromise! I need not tell you, who know the 
character of the American people so well, that such a course, if pur- 
sued by the British Government, would inevitably produce war with- 
out the slightest regard to consequences! It would throw the whole 
game into the hands of politicians, and destroy entirely the influence 
of the friends of peace. Fortunately for both countries your Parlia- 
ment does not meet until February, and, therefore, Sir Robert Peel 
cannot be called upon for any public declaration for or against the 
President's gasconade until some demonstration has been made in 
Congress to show the feeling of parties in both Houses. All I ask 
is, non-interference on the part of the Foreign Secretary for these 
two months. 

The manner in which the last treaty was conducted and finished, 
reflects great credit on the Cabinet, Lord Ashburton, and Mr Web- 
ster, notwithstanding the unjust abuse which was lavished upon 
them, both in Parliament and Congress; and_there is no one part of 
Sir Robert Peel's political life which I am so much disposed to envy. 

‘The conduct of the British Cabinet on that occasion inspires me 
with confidence in their present intentions and actions, and I shall 
fear no false step on their parts, in the erisis through which we have 
to pass, 

bf the wickedness of such a war, and of the blessings of a continued 
peace, I need not enlarge, as they are self evident to every honest 
man; but I will say, that should hostilities grow out of such an insig- 
nificant cause, the names of those who wilfully occasion it will be 
transmitted to posterity with no enviable immortality. The mer- 
chants, traders, shipowners, and capitalists of America are opposed 
to war—the politicians alone are in favour of it! It is, thcrefore, 
the more to be desired that no hasty step on the part of the British 
Government should give her foes an advantage over her friends. 
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PEACE—COMMERCE—ARBITRATION. 
ANOTHER MOVEMENT. 
(From the Manchester and Salford Advertiser.) 
Awnotuer cry has arisen—another movement has sprung up— Peace, 
Commerce, and Arbitration, as connected with, and dependent on, 
oneanother. It has already been warmly supportedby various influ- 
ential journals; and, if prosecuted with the same vigour, and with 
the same degree of success, that have already characterised it, this 
movement also will shortly be recorded as another “ great fact.” 

The following “ Recommendation of friendly international ad- 
dresses, addresses from the merchants and various other classes of 
the community in this country, to corresponding classes of the com- 
munity in America, and elsewhere,” has, “ at sight,” and on “ pre- 
sentation,” been cheerfully and promptly “ honoured” by some of 
the principal merchants and,manufacturers this neighbourhood, in- 
cluding the signatures of members of parliament, ministers of reli- 
gion, magistrates, solicitors, and others. 

The promoters of the measure do not design to procure many sig- 
natures to this recommendation, which they entitle their “ Draft of 
an arbitration bill ;” but they propose giving to the conductors of the 
public press throughout the kingdom the opportunity of recording 
their imprimatur. 

‘The recommendation is as follows :— 

“ A suggestion having been made by a few advocates of the cause of peace, 
that friendly addresses from the merchants of this country to the merchants 
of America, as fellow-citizens of the world mutually dependent the one upon 
the other, and therefore mutually interested in averting war, might be very 
seasonable, that they might prove as oil thrown on the troubled waters of 
discord, and, at the present juncture, exert a salutary influence on the 
public mind, in both nations—it is proposed that brief addresses should ac- 
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cordingly be transmitted to our American brethren, deprecating so dire a 
calamity as war, and contrasting with it the untold blessings of 
peace —referring to the dependence of commerce on peace — urging 
national arbitration for the adjustment of national disputes — acknow- 
ledging our mutual dependence—and the direet dependence of us all on the 
bountiful providence of Him, who made the sea asa highway for the nations, 
and, in his goodness, has thus designed that the varied products of the vary- 
ing climes of the earth should be wafted by the wings of the wind from the 
shores of one nation to the shores of another. 

“ The undersigned have attached their names to this document, as an 
intimation of their approval of such a measure, and to record their wish that 
on both sides of the Atlantic, and not from merchants alone, but from all 
classes of the community, may emanate addressesof this kind embodying these 
sentiments, and that of unfettered commercial intercourse—to be friendly, 
liberal, and Christian, in their tone and character, and in their spirit so 
truly catholic, as to embrace not only England and America, but all na- 
tions and all people ‘ this wide world o'er.’

Court and Aristocracy. 


Her MAJEsty, accompanied by Prince Albert, and a portion of the Royal 
family, is expected to leave Windsor, at an early period, for Claremont, there to 
remain for about a week or ten days, to give the Prince Consort the opportunity 
of enjoying the sport of shooting over the extensive preserves of his Majesty the 
King of the Belgians. The Court, which has not visited Claremont since May 
last, upon which occasion her Majesty’s birthday was there celebrated, is ex- 
pected to return to the castle a few days before the meeting of Parliament ; the 
day at present fixed for the departure of her Majesty from Windsor to Bucking- 
ham Palace being Tuesday, January 20. 

On New Year's Day (Thursday), the Queen, Prince Albert, the Duchess of 
Kent, the Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal, and the Princess Alice proceeded 
to the riding-school, to be present at the distribution of the royal charity to the 
poor of the borough. Her Majesty was attended by Viscountess Jocelyn and 
the two maids of honour. There were also present—Lady Peel, Lady Graham, 
the Dowager Lady Lyttelton, the Hon. Miss Lyttelton, Lady Fanny Howard, 
Lord W. Russell, Mr G. E. and the Hon. Mrs Anson, Colonel Bowles, the Hon. 
and Rey. C. Leslie Courtenay, Sir George and Lady Couper, Colonel Berkeley 
Drummond, and also the clergy and the magistrates of the town. The provi- 
sions, of the value of 150/, consisted of bread, meat, potatoes, pudding, and 
coals, and were distributed to 486 families from the two parishes in the borough 
of Windsor. The clothing was of the value of 100/, consisting of blankets, red 
cloaks, calico, and flannel, and was distributed to 228 families selected in a 
similar mauner from the same parishes. 714 families thus purticipated in the 
royal bounty, receiving in value 250/. 

Her Majesty the Queen has been graciously pleased to command that for the 
future no fee shall be taken from any person visiting the state apartments at 
Windsor Castle. 

THE Princess Sopnta is passing the holidays at Kensington. The princess, 
who, though still labouring under deprivation of sight, continues to enjoy good 
health, visited her royal sister, the Duchess of Gloucester, at Gloucester House, 
on Christmas-day. 

Sr Ropert Pre and most of the other Cabinet ministers are now in town 
for the purpose of attending the Court to be held at Windsor Castle this day, it 
having been appointed by her Majesty for receiving the petition of the Lord 

Mayor and Corporation of London on the subject of the corn laws. It is stated 
that there will be a Cabinet Council on Monday. 

Lorp Jonn RvSSELL, accompanied by Lady John Russell, arrived in Edinburgh 
on Friday evening from Minto House, Roxburghshire, and resumed his residence 

at Douglas’s Hotel. 

Lorp HowarD DE WALDEN, who has been for many years our Minister at 
the Court of Lisbon, it is stated, is likely to resign his diplomatic post, and re- 
turn to this country, having succeeded to the title and estates of his father, the 
late Lord Seaford. 

THe EARL OF PoRTARLINGTON expired suddenly at his residence in the Ken- 
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was about 63 years of age. 

PARLIAMENT was on Tuesday formally prorogued, with the usual ceremonies, 
to the 22nd of January (not the 20th, as stated by us inadvertently last week], 
then to meet for the despatch of business. 

LorD METCALFE, who, we are happy to say, continues to improve in his 
health, and is now much better than he has been for some time past, under the 
able professional skill and advice of Sir Benjamin Brodie and Dr Martin, who 
was his lordship’s physician in India, and to consult whom was the cause of his 
lordship’s leaving his Government, has determined not to leave London. A 
further addition to his staff has arrived at Mivart’s Hotel, from Canada. 

DEATH AMONG THE ARISTOCRACY.—The number of peers who have died in 
the course of the year 1845 is larger than usual, the number having been in 
1843, 20; in 1844, 19; while this year it has amounted to 28, viz.—4 mar- 
quesses—Sligo, Westminster, Downshire, and Ely; 13 earls—St Germans, 
Effingham, Mornington, Romney, Egremont (extinct), Abergavenny, Stamford 
and Warrington, Dunmore, Grey, Spencer, Verulam, Belmore, and Portarling- 
ton; 1 viscount—Canterbury; and 10 barons—Aston (extinct), Wynford, Car- 
bery, Harris, Seaford (inherited by Baron Howard de Walden), Bateman, Mon- 
tagu (extinct), Hartland (extinct), Stuart de Rothesay (extinct), and Wharn- 
cliffe. The number of baronets deceased in 1845 is 21, namely—Sir J. D. Colt, 
C. Mackenzie, J. G. Cotterell, T. F. Buxton, H. Oakley, J. Isham, H. J. Tich- 
borne, G. H. W. Beaumont, W. S. Wiseman, A. R. Dillon, J. E. Honywood, F. 
Freeling, E. Barry, J. Mordaunt, W. W. Pepys (inherited by Lord Cottenham), 
C. Rowley, M. J. Tierney, W. Foulis, W. Reid, L. Jones, and J. Chetwode. In 
1844 the number was 29, and in 1843, 31.

The number of visitors to the British Museum on Friday’ was 28,667, being 
an increase of 10,428 as compared with boxing day last year, when the number 
was 18,239. 

ANOTHER EXTRAORDINARY Hicu Trpe.—On Wednesday morning the banks 
of the Thames were overflowed by another tide, which rose several inches higher 
than the mark by which high water is measured. The overflow in the neigh- 
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bourhood of Deptford and Greenwich was seriously obstructive to business in 
the vicinity of the Creek, and several of the nursery-grounds and cottages, as 
far from the banks as the terminus of the railway at Greenwich, lay for many 
hours under water. The general damage, however, is not so great as that which 
followed the late high tide. 

An EXAMPLE.—On the day before Christmas day Mr Kirby, who is, we un- 
derstand, one of the principal clerks in Messrs Jones, Loyd, and Co.’s banking- 
house, received a note, signed “ S. J. Loyd,” enclosing a draft. The following is 
a copy of the note: —“ Dear Mr Kirby--The enclosed draft for 1,000/ I request 
you will place to the credit of the ‘ Clerks’ Christmas Fund.’ At the close of 
the first year since my accession to the head of this concern, I am desirous of 
offering to those through whose assistance I have been enabled to bring it to a 
satisfactory conclusion, some substantial proof of their services, and of the in- 
terest which I feel in all that concerns their comfort and happiness. The year 
now closing has been marked by some circumstances of an accidental and tem- 
porary character, which have tended to throw an unusual degree of labour and 
trouble on the clerical department of the office. Of the readiness with which 
this difficulty has been met. and overcome I am very sensible, and for this, as 
well as for the uniform zeal and integrity with which the general duties of the 
office are discharged, I beg that the clerks will accept my grateful acknowledg- 
ment ; and that you and they will believe me to be the faithful friend of you all.

THE CONVICTS UNDEU SENTENCE OF DEATH.—It has at length been finally 
arranged that the execution of the two unhappy criminals, Martha Browning 
and Samuel Quennell, who were convicted of murder at the last session of the 
Central Criminal Court, shall take place on Monday next; the former at the 
usual spot in front of the gaol of Newgate, and the latter on the top of the 
Surrey county gaol at Horsemonger lane. 

THE ASSOCIATION FOR CLEANLINESS, whose operations have, since the 3rd 
June, been carried on at the Refuge for the Houseless, Glasshouse street, Rat- 
cliffe highway, report that the numbers who have bathed have been 13,538, and 
those who have washed clothes, &c., 15,543 ; whilst the number of articles which 
have been washed is 140,084. The use of the premises having been given free 
by the committee, and an unlimited supply of water being furnished gratui- 
tously by the East London Waterworks, the cost of each recipient has been a 
fraction under three halfpence per head, the use of soap and towels being pro- 
vided gratuitously. From 140 to 150 washers daily avail themselves of the ad- 
Vantages of the establishment, and from 90 to 100 of the use of the biths. Of 
the 29,081 recipients of the charity, during the six months of its operation, 
there have been 12,052 English, 15,457 Irish, 986 Scotch, 265 Welsh, and 321 
foreigners.

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An Inon STEAM FRIGATE.—A most magnificent iron steam treate puilt 
expressly for the Royal navy, was launched on the Mersey on Tuesday, t.nm the 
yard at North Birkenhead. This is the first large vessel of war ever built on. the 
shores of that noble river. Her dimensions are as follows :—Length betwee, 
perpendiculars, 210 feet; breadth within paddle-wheels, 37} ; ditto outside ditto, 
604; depth of hold, 23; topnage (carpenter's measurement), 1,400 tons. She 
will be propelled by paddle-wheels, and the engines will be of 560 horse-power. 
The engine room, magazine, and shell room are all protected by iron encasements. 
The upper deck is flush, and of great area, and there are two other decks below, 
the height between which is ample. This fine vessel was, by command of the 
Admiralty, christened “ The Birkenhead.” Her armament will be two 96 pound 
first guns, one forward and the other aft, and four sixty-eight pounder broadside 
guns; so that with the aid of her steam she will prove a formidable opponent to 
any adversary. 

APPALLING SHIPWRECKS AND Loss OF Lire.—The fearful gales from the N.W. 
and N.E. that have prevailed for the last week, have occasioned the most dis- 
tressing casualties off all parte of the coast. Already intelligence has been re- 
ceived of the loss of upwards of thirty coasting vessels, and many homeward- 
bound foreign ones, with wealthy cargoes. 

EXTRAORDINARY PUNCTUALITY.— Previously to Captain Judkins, of the 
Cambria, sailing from Liverpool, on his last outward passage for America, he 
made a trifling wager with a gentleman that, on Sunday morning, the 28th of 
December, at 11 o'clock in the forenoon, he would be off George's Pier head, 
delivering the mail-bags. Such was his correctness of calculation, that he 
actually arrived about two hours before the time.—Liverpool Standard.

REPEAL ASSOCIATION.—The weekly meeting on Monday was well attended.

Patrick O'Higgins was held to b»il, himself in 100/, and two sureties in 50/ each, 
to stand his trial at the next commission for the county or city of Dublin, for 
“printing and publishing a seditious and malicious libel, in the form of a pla- 
card, which was calculated to stir up discontent amongst landlords and tenants, 
her Majesty’s subjects in Ireland, and all other matters with which he shall 
stand charged.” 

Tory Rereavcers.—Mr Bourke, of Hayes, the nephew and the heir of the 
Earl of Mayo, and former Tory candidate for Kildare, has issued an address to 
the electors of that county, in which he advocates some of the principal claims 
put forward by Mr O’Connell for a modification of the act of legislative union. 
The recent proceedings of the eel cabinet appear to have produced this extra- 
ordinary change in the political creed of Mr Bourke. 

THE POTATORS.— About eighty letters were reccived on Tuesday at the Dublin 
Mansion house committee. Generally they were of the usual character; some 
describing the continued progress of the disease, others stating that it had ceased. 
Potatoes have rison in the Dublin market, The prices are from 6d to 10d accord- 
ing to quality. 





Forciqn and Colonial. 


InpDILA.— The extraordinary express in anticipation of the overland mail ar- 
rived in London on Monday. We take the following summary of news from 
the “ Bombay Times” of Dec. 1 :—* Intelligence of a warlike character was re- 
ceived yesterday from the Punjaub. The Sikh government, it appears, have be- 
come incensed at the reported intention of the British authorities to appropriate 
the territories on this side of the Sutlej, and have urged the soldiery to march 
towards the river with the view of repelling the expected aggression. By the 
last accounts some cay lry had proceeded in the direction indicated, and though 
opinion was divided as to the policy of the movement, more men were expected 
to follow. In the meantime strong measures of defence have been adopted at 
Ferozepore, and as Sir Henry Hardinge may now calculate upon having a well- 
disciplined force of some 50,000 men at his command, there can be little fear of 
the result, whatever course the reckless spirit of the Sikhs may compel them to 
pursue, Goolah Singh remains at Jumoo; the Ranee continues to conduct the 
affairs of state; and the army has been separated into three divisions, and placed 
under the respective commands of Sirdar Tej Singh (the ex-governor of Pesha- 
wur), Rajah Lall Singh, and Sirdar Jewun Singh. Lall Singh is still unpopular. 
Several deserters from our army have been taken into the Sikh service.” 

From the rest of India the intelligence brought by the present mail is little 
more than a repetition of what we learned by the last, except that the cireum- 
stances attending the conspiracy at Gwalior haye had some new light thrown on 
them. 

Scinde is tranquil and healthy, and rising rapidly to prosperity. Oude and 
the Nizam’s territory continue in the same frightful state ; while our neighbours, 
the Affghans, are too busily engaged in domestic dissensions to think of ap- 
proaching India. The other news is altogether unimportant. 

There is no later intelligence from China. 

Unrrep STaAtTes.—The British and North American mail steamer “ Cam- 
bria,” Captain Judkins, arrived in the Mersey on Sunday morning, about eight 
o'clock, after completing a rapid voyage. She sailed from Boston on the 16th 
instant, and Halifax on the 18th, and has, therefore, completed the passage, 
notwithstanding exceedingly boisterous weather, in about eleven days and a-half. 
She brings seventy-nine passengers, and New York papers of the 15th, Boston 
16th, and Halifax 18th ultiimo, inclusive; and she reports haying seen the 
steam-ship “ Acadia” on her way from Halifax to Boston. The news may be 
regarded as highly important. and interesting. The correspondence which has 
passed between the British and American ministers, respecting the Oregon ques- 
tion, has been published. 

It appears that the negotiations began with Mr Fox, in Noy. 1842, and that 
Mr Webster, in reply to an intimation from that gentleman, said, that the then 
President had already formed the purpose of expressing his opinion upon the 
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of the United Stvtes in London. Mr Pakenham’s first letter to Mr Upshur is 
dated Feb. 24,1844. In this, he expressed himself ready to confer with Mr 
Upshur, in relation to Oregon, and he appointed the 27th of the same month for 
an interview ; but the negotiations between the two gentlemen were interrupted 
by the death of Mr Upshur. Mr Pakenham’s first letter to Mr Calhoun is dated 
July 22,1844. In this, he repeated the desire of the British government to 
discuss and dispose of the question. Mr Calhoun acknowledged his readiness 
under date of August 22, and fixed the next day for a conference, at the State 
Department, which conference took place accordingly. Mutual assurances of 
good-will were interchanged, the actual state of the question was examined, and 
Mr Calhoun asked for any fresh proposal which Mr Pakenham might be in- 
structed to offer. The second conference took place August 26. Mr Pakenham 
then offered a proposal for adjusting the conflicting claims, which was declined 
by Mr Calhoun. This proposal embraced the 49th parallel as a boundary, 
to where that parallel strikes the north-east branch of the Columbia river, 
thence down that river to the Pacifie Ocean, the navigation to be free to 
both countries, and the United States to have any port or ports which they 
might desiie, either on the main land or on Vanconver’s Island, south of 49 deg. 
It was also understood, that Mr Calhoun should, at the next meeting, present a 
statement. The third conference took place on the 2nd of September. Mr Cal- 
houn submitted a statement, giving his views for declining the British proposal, 
and also, in detail, a statement of the American claim. A fourth conference was 
held on the 12th of Septemher, when Mr Pakenham gave his reply to Mr Cal- 
houn’s argument. A fifth conference was held on the 20th of September, when 
Mr Calhoun put in his rejoinder. The sixth conference took place on the 24th 
of September, when the British Minister said he did not feel authorised to enter 
into discussion respecting the territory north of the 49th parallel, which was un- 
derstood to form the basis of the negotiation on the side of the United States, as 
the line of the Columbia formed that of Great Britain. Here the matter seems to 
have terminated, so far as Mr Calhoun was concerned. A seventh conference 
was held on the 16th of July, 1845; the parties being Mr Buchanan and Mr 
Pakenham, when the pending negotiation was resumed. The correspondence 
between these gentlemen has not yet appeared. 

The papers brought by this arrival also contain the reports of the Secretaries 
of War and of the Navy, both of which are brief documents. From the former 
it appears that the regular army of the United States, including every branch 
of the service, does not exceed 6,500 men; that there is only a single regiment 
stationed on the whole northern frontier, from Maine to Lake Superior (an 
extent of 2,000 miles), and on the whole line from the Falls of St. Anthony to 
New Orleans (1,500), only one dragoon and two infantry regiments. The 
greater part of the troops are in Texas. The secretary proposes, if there should 
be any necessity to increase the army, to add to the present, instead of creating 
new regiments; and he suggests that, in the event of extending the military 
posts to the Rocky Mountains, another regiment of dragoons may be necessary. 
The Seeretary of the Navy recommends that the navy yard at Pensacola shonid be 


extended and improved, and calls the attention of Congress to the propriety of 
adding to the number of sea-going steamers. The subject of lake defences is 
reserved for a special communication to Congress. 


THe River. PLATE.—We have been favoured with the following extract from 
a letter from an officer in our squadron in the River Plate:—“ On the 28th of 
August the “ F’rebrand” and a French steamer were sent up the river to Colo- 
nia. We mustered between 200 and 300 men, seamen and marines ; the French 
about 200. The Monte Videans sent 420 Italians in gun-boats. The town was 
shelled. early on Sunday morning, and easily taken, a few only of our men being 
wounded. Parties were sent out every morning to protect the men at work in 
repairing the batteries, on which occasions there was some skirmishing. The 
“ Firebrand” came down the river on the 8th of September to Monte Video, 
leaving the Italians in possession of the town. In this affair there were 10 
killed and wounded ; among the latter, Lieutenant Phelps, R.N., of her Ma- 
jesty’s ship “ Melampus,” who was struck by a musket ball in the head on the 
4th of September, when engaged with a body of the enemy's cavalry at an out- 
post.” 

BLOCKADE OF BurENos AyYres.— The Gazelle, of Friday, announces, that 
the E:rl of Aberdeen has received despatches from Mr Turner, the British En- 
vuy at Monte Video, and Mr Ousley, the Minister Plenipotentiary to the Argen- 


tine Republic, formally notifying the blockade of Buenos Ayres, established on

days had been granted for the departure of neutral vessels from the port of 
Suenos Ayres; and that the commanders of the blockading forces had been 
authorised further to extend that term to the 31st of the said month of October. 
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FRANCE.—In conformity with the Royal decree of the 19th of November, the 
legislative session was opened on Saturday by the King in person, and with the 
usu:l formalities. This is the fourth session of the Chambers since the last 
general election. As on former similar occasions, the interior of the house was 
arranged for the reception of his Majesty and the Royal family. The whole of 
the galleries were filled by the ambassadors, ministers, and representatives of 
foreign powers, and the public galleries were filled with ladies. At one o'clock, 
the cannon at the Invalides announced that the King had left the Tuileries. 
His Majesty was accompanied by his sons, and surrounded by the marshals of 
France, general officers, and by his staff. A great body of cavalry, infantry, and 
National Guards kept the ground. The Queen and Royal family preceded the 
King ; the arrival of the King at the Chamber of Deputies was announced by a 
salvo of artillery. The King on his entrance to the Chamber was received with 
loud acclamations. Having taken his seat on the throne, and saluted the peers 
and deputies, he proceeded to deliver his speech :— 


“ GENTLEMEN, Peers, AND Deputies— 

‘In calling you together around me, I am happy to think that we can congratulate 
each other on the general state of our country. Iam confident that the good under- 
standing of the powers of the state, and the maintenance of our policy of order and 
conservatism, insure more and more the regular development of our institutions, and 
the progress of the national prosperity. 

«My Government has proceeded with the execution of the great works which you 
have voted. The measures necessary for fully carrying them out will be proposed to 
you. We have thus in a few years given to France, on the one hand, powerful guaran- 
tees of peace and security, and, on the other, the means of extending its fruitful in- 
dustry, and of spreading prosperity throughout all parts of our territory and among ail 
classes of the population. At the same time that these important results have been 
accomplished, the state of our finances has become from’ day to day more satis- 
factory. 

«The financial laws, and other laws, the object of which is to introduce important 
ameliorations into the administration, will be immediately laid before you. 

“‘T continue to receive from all foreign powers pacific and amicable assurances. I 
hope that the policy that has maintained general peace through so many storms will 
one day do honour to the memory of my reign. 

‘The friendship which unites me with the Queen of Great Britain, and of which 
she has lately given me so affectionate a proof, and the mutual confidence of our two 
Governments, have happily insured the good and intimate relations of the two states. 
The convention concluded between us to put an end to the odious traffic in slaves, is at 
this moment in the course of execution, Thus, by the cordial co-operation of the 
maritime forces of the two states, the slave trade will be effectually put down, and at 
the same time our commerce will be again placed under the exclusive surveiilauce of 


our flag. P 
“I have reason to hope that the great exertions of France and England will bring 
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about, on the banks of the Plata, the re-establishment of relations commercial, regu- 
lar, and pacific. This is the only object of our efforts. 

“ Events which I deplore, but which have given a new opportunity for the display 
of the heroism of our soldiers, have troubled our possessions in Africa. I have taken 
prompt measures to insure that the domination of France shall everywhere maintain 
the force and ascendant which belongs to it. With the aid of time, our energetic per- 
severance will lay the foundation of the security and prosperity of Algeria. 

“Gentlemen, you have given me your loyal concurrence in the great and difficult 
task which the will of the nation has called on me to fulfil. Providence has blessed 
ourefforts. It has also granted to me precious consolations in my family. Wherever 
my sons have appeared, { have the confidence that they have worthily cirried the name 
of France. My grandsons increase in number, and grow under my eyes. My dearest 
wish, and my fondest hope is, that by our devotion to France, by our zeal in serving 
jt well, its affection may be insured to us, and the intimate union of my country and 
family be for ever confirmed.” 

The speech was followed with cries of “ Vive le Rot.” The newly-created 
peers and the newly-elected deputies were then sworn in in presence of the 
King. The Keeper of the Seals then declared the session of 1846 opened. The 
King then rose, and having saluted the peers and deputies, retired, accompanied 
by the Royal family and a deputation from both houses. 

The Chamber of Deputies met on Monday, for the purpose of electing its 
president, vice-presidents, and secretaries. ‘The candidates for the president's 
chair were—M. Sauzet on the side of the Ministry, and M. Dufaure on that of 
the Opposition. For the vice-presidency the Ministry brought forward four 
candidates :— Messrs Bignon, Debelleyme, Lepelletier, d’Aulnay, and Duprat, 
andthe Opposition Messrs Billault, Vivien, De Sade, and De Tracy. There are 
four secretaries of the Chamber, but as it is usual to have at least one member 
of the Opposition among the secretaries, the Ministers brought forward only 
three candidates, Messrs De l’Espee, De Las Cases, and Boissy d’Anglas, while 
the Opposition proposed two candidates, Messrs Lacrosse and Havin. In the 
event of the election for president falling upon M. Dufaure, the Cabinet had re- 
solved to dissolve the Chambers forthwith. The Chamber met at two. The 
number of deputies assembled at the sitting was 500; and of that number it is 
supposed that 230 belong to the Opposition, and 270 to the Government party, 
so that the Government has a majority of about 40. The following is the result 
of the ballot in the election of the president:—For M. Sauzet, 213; M. Du- 
faure, 127; M. Dupin, 3; M. Odillon Barrot, 1; majority in favour of the Minis- 
try, 66. The result is much more favourable to the Government than was pre- 
viously expected. 

THE AMBASSADOR FROM Morocco arrived in Paris on Sunday, and took up 
his residence in a large and handsome house in the Champs Elysees, near the 
Barriere de l’Etoile, which had been hired for him by the French government. 
M. Guizot is said to have visited all the apartments previously to the arrival of 
the ambassador, to see that everything was in order for his reception. 

WRECK OF THE FRENCH War STEAMER.—The French government received 
accounts on Monday of the wreck of the Papin war steamer, of 160 horse 
power, on the coast of Morocco, near Mogador. ihe Pupixn was employed to 

M. Marey-Monge, the French consul recently appointed to Mogador, in 
place of M. Helloye-Jorrel, to his post. The steamer and its cargo are entirely 
lost, and it is said that of 150 persons on board only 76 were saved. The cap- 
tain and the French consul at Magador were drowned. 

THE BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT have transmitted a protest against our act of 
parliament, passed last session, which rendered Brazilian vessels engaged in the 
slave-trade amenable to the British Courts of Admiralty. The Brazilian Minis- 
ter in London protested against the measure at the time; and his protest is ra- 
tified, with some further arguments. 

THe Ducny oF Saxe Cosurc.—The Frankfort Journal has a letter from 
Gotha, which states that a very vast financial operation is now being effected at 
Coburg respecting the trust property of the ducal house. The late Duke of Saxe 
Coburg left a very considerable private fortune, consisting of capital invested in 
foreign stocks, especially in the Belgian funds. He appointed as heirs of this 
trust-property the present reigning Duke and Prince Albert. Conformably with 
the desire expressed by the latter, and in which the Duke immediately acqui- 
esced, this capital is about to be sold out of the public funds, and hypothecated 
to private individuals in the country. A considerable loss of capital will be 
sustained by this operation, owing to the present price of the stocks. 


Mr W. H. Polk, brother to the president of the United States, is 


at this moment in Paris. He will remain some time awaiting @¢S- 
patches trom w asmugiwu, aua wii tien proceea to Kome and Naples, 


where he will act as envoy extraordinary from the Union, in order 
to exchange the ratifications of a treaty of commerce and amity 
recently concluded between his government and the kingdom of the 
Two Sicilies.—Galignani. 

Tue Emperor or Russta anp THE Port.—The Univers publishes 
the following letter, dated Rome, the 18th inst. :—“ Yesterday, the 
17th of December, the Emperor of Russia took leave of the Holy 
Father, and at midnight he quitted Rome. He remained there, 
therefore, five full days. I repeat to you, that during the interview 
with the Emperor of Russia, the Pope, in reply to the Czar, who 
spoke of the laws by which his kingdom was governed, said, ‘ These 
are human laws, and your Majesty may change them; and I reclaim 
such a change in the name of the Divine laws. Both of us, sire, are 
sovereigns, but with this difference—that you can change the laws of 
your empire, and that I cannot alter mine. Both of us will have to 
appear before our Supreme Judge, and I sooner than your Majesty. 
But your Majesty will come after me, and both of us will have to 
render an account of our government. That idea imposes upon me 
the duty to defend my faithful children who live in your Majesty's 
states.’ ‘The Emperor was much affected at these words, and clasped 
the hand of his Holiness, which he kissed most affectionately. He 
= romised to act in conformity with the wishes of the Pope, and 
withdrew.”

The Economist's Hiterary PLotices. 


The Cricket on the Heantu,a Fairy Tale of Home. 

Bradbury and Evans, 
Mr Dickens, sharing the general conviction which has of late years equally 
prompted public writers and reflecting lawgivers, that the great multitude are 
most unduly impoverished and degraded, and that the public safety requires 
them to be enriched and elevated, has devoted his pen, at three successive Christ- 
mases, to help forward the indispensable improvement. The “Carol” incul- 
cated cheerfulness and liberality ; the “Chimes” taught a sterner lesson, the 
lesson of mistrust in interested teachers and confidence in nature; the “ Cricket” 
seeks to invest the home of the labouring classes with the poetry of affection, 
and to ennoble their daily toils and daily lives. We know nothing more de- 
sirable or more likely to be permanently beneficial. In strenuous toil, in patient 
fortitude, in kindness of heart, in strong and virtuous disposition, those classes 
require no teaching; in the outward show of their kindliness and their manli- 
ness—in the dress of their affections, making that appear elegant which is in- 
trinsically good —they have much to learn, and much do they require improve- 
They act well, they do thir duty, they nourish and sustain society ; but 
they do not clothe with love and respect their own pursuits and performances. 
For their satisfaction, it is necessary to give dignity to their labours and their 
household cares. In the olden times, a not unwise plan accomplished this in 
reverentially placing under separate and divine guardianship all human affec- 
tions and human occupations. The knowledge which has banished the Pagan 
belief in a hierarchy of divinities, has not left the material world without an 
informing spirit. What Fichte calls the “ divine idea of the universe” js not 
our idea or our knowledge of creation. ‘The researches of the chemist and the 
electrician, of Faraday and Davy, coincide in their results with the conclusions 
of Berkley. They all centre in the conviction that the essence of things is and 
must remain unknown to us, and that what we see and feel is but the manifes- 
tations of a Spirit, around and about us, in whom we live, and move, and have our 
being. To bring that Presence home to the feelings and convictions of the mul- 
titude—to make it speak from their household furniture, as it speaks from illi- 
mitable suns and planets, from electrical poles, from light and space, is fairly 
expressed in one of the most elaborate passages of the present work. The hero 
of the slight tale, “ John Peerybingle,” a carrier, is maddened by unfounded 
jealousy, and sits brooding on his hearth over thoughts of dark and secret mur- 
der. Then 

“ The Cricket on the Hearth came out into the room, and stood in Fairy shape before 
him. ‘I love it,’ said the Fairy Voice, repeating what he well remembered, ‘for the 
many times I have heard it, and the many thoughts its harmless music has given me !’ 
* She said so!’ cried the Carrier. ‘True!’ ‘This has been a happy Home, John, and I 
love the Cricket for its sake!’ ‘It has been, Heaven knows,’ returned the Carrier. 
‘She made it happy, always—until now.’ ‘So gracefully sweet-tempered ; so domestic, 
joyful, busy, and light-hearted !' said the Voice. ‘ Otherwise I never could have loved 
ner as 1 aid,” returned the Carrier. The Voice, correcting him, said, ‘Do.’ The Car- 
rier repeated ‘as I did.’ But not firmly. His faltering tongue resisted his control, 
and would speak in its own way, for himself and him. The Figure, in an attitude of 
invocation, raised its hand and said: ‘Upon your own hearth.’ ‘The hearth she has 
blighted,’ interposed the Carrier. ‘The hearth she has—how often !—blessed and 
brightened,’ said the Cricket: ‘the hearth which, but for her, were only a few stones 
and bricks and rusty bars, but which has been, through her, the Altar of your Home ; 
on which you have nightly sacrificed some petty passion, selfishness, or care, and offered 
up the homage of a tranquil mind, a trusting nature, and an overflowing heart; so that 
the smoke from this poor chimney has gone upward with a better fragrance than the 
richest incense that is burnt before the richest shrines in all the gaudy Temples of this 
world !—upon your own hearth; in its quiet sanctuary ; surrounded by its gentle in- 
fluences and associations; hear her! hear me! hear everything that speaks the lan- 
guage of your hearth and home!’ ‘ And pleads for her?’ inquired the Carrier. ‘ All 
things that speak the language of your hearth and home must plead for her!’ returned 
the Cricket. ‘ For they speak the Truth.’ And while the Carrier, with his head upon 
his hands, continued to sit meditating in his chair, the Presence stood beside him, sug- 
gesting his reflections by its power, and presenting them before him as in a Glass or 
Picture. It was not a solitary Presence. From the hearthstone, from the chimney, from 
the clock, the pipe, the kettle, and the crad'e; from the floor, the walls, the ceiling, and 
the stairs ; from the cart without and the cupboard within, and the household imple- 
ments ; from every thing and every place with which she had ever been familiar, and 
with which she had ever entwined one recollection of herself in her unhappy husband’s 
mind, Fairies came trooping forth. Not to stand beside him as the Cricket did, but to 
busy and bestir themselves. To do all honour to Her image. To pull him by the 
skirts and point to him when it appeared. To cluster round it, and embrace it, and 
strew flowers ‘for it to tread on. To try to crown its fair head with their tiny hands. 
To show that they were fond of it and loved it; and that there was not one ugly, 
wicked, or accusatory creature to claim knowledge of it—none but their playful and 
approving selves.” 

All Mr Dickens’s later works must be read by the light of some great inten- 
tion ; and the intention here is to dignify the affections and employments of the 
humbler classes, by connecting them with supernatural agencies, making the 
commonest and the poorest utensils of their household furniture speak to them 
with a voice of divine admonition. The innumerable associations which cluster 
around each one of them, and which are of the mind and not of the things them- 
selves, are a full warrant from reason for his proceeding. He invests with 
poetry and feeling the broken chairs and ordinary crockery of the poor. He 
gives a voice to their kettles and the rusty bars of their grates, and rescues them 
from that which has been called the degrading materialism of the age. Surely 
such a design, worked out with a vigorous fancy, is much to be preferred to the 
Tract and broken meat system which at once makes the adviser and the donor 
into a kind of divinity for the poor man, and degrades him far below the level of 
that fellow mortal, nourished in idleness and wealth, who arrogantly assumes to 
instruct and feed him. ‘The work is properly called a fairy tale of home, and 
may make each poor man’s home a fairy palace. 

Another great lesson is taught. An old man has a blind daughter to whom 
he has been sight for many years, and that sight has not for her seen truly. 

“The Blind Girl never knew that ceilings were discoloured; walls blotched, and 
bare of plaster here and there; high crevices unstopped, and widening every day ; 
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beams m-«/dering and tending downward, The Blind Girl never knew that iron was 
rustins, Wood rotting, paper peeling off; the very size, and shape, and true proportion 
of e dwelling, withering away. The Blind Girl never knew that ugly shapes of delf 
.nd earthenware were on the board; that sorrow and faint-heartedness were in the 
house ; that Caleb’s scanty hairs were turning greyer and more grey before her sight- 
less face. The Blind Girl never knew they hada master, cold, exacting and un- 
interested : never knew that Tackleton was Tackleton in short; but lived in the belief 
of an eccentric humourist who loved to have his jest with them; and while he was the 
Guardian Angel of their lives, disdained to hear one word of thankfulness. And all was 
Caleb’s doing; all the doing of her simple father! But he too had a Cricket on his 
Hearth ; and listening sadly to its music when the motherless Blind Child was very 
young, that Spirit had inspired him with the thought that even her great deprivation 
might be almost changed into a blessing, and the girl made happy by these little 
means. For al: the Cricket Tribe are potent Spirits, even though the people who hold 
converse with them do not know it (which is frequently the case) ; and there are not in 
the Unseen World Voices more gentle and more true, that may be so implicitly relied 
on, or that are so certain to give none but tenderest counsel, as the Voices in which the 
Spirits of the Fireside and the Hearth address themselves to human kind.” 


The scheme fails. The blind girl loves the ideal Tackelton her father had 
placed before her, and he at length awakens to the truth that the deceit was 
destruction. 

“ Poor Caleb sat down by the fire beside his daughter, anxious and remorseful to the 
core, and still saying in his wistful contemplation of ber—Haye I deceived her from her 
cradle but to break her heart at last ?” 

Misery grows from well meant deceit. The blind man was to make his 
daughter happy by cheating her, and the cheat blighted her heart. What an 
admirable and powerful illustration, by an individual example, of the present 
system of governing mankind. To the multitude that is continually preached 
which the actions of the preachers prove that they do not themselves believe. 
The deceit is supposed, however, to make the multitude happy and insure the 
safety of society. Creeds are taught as measures of police and to make men 
subservient to a political system. Peel is aware that free trade is truth, but 
through his whole life he has been impressing on the landed gentlemen and the 
farmers as truth the falsehood of protection. Nay, he continues to impress it in 
spite of his own teaching, whenever he proclaims that free trade will be mis- 
chievous, or truth do harm. Nature, however, stronger than political systems, 
is continually informing mankind of the true character of our political Tackletons, 
and then results misery and broken hearts and social convulsions. Grown men 
can no more be cheated by the teachers in whom they confide than blind girls 
without ruin being the consequence. Falsehood and deceit will always bring 
misery on their Caleb authors and their victims. 


We confine our brief notice of this book to what we conceive to be its lessons. 
It is already in almost everybody’s hands, and has already been almost 
universally read. It would be superfluous in us, therefore, to describe the slight 
story, already known to our readers, by which these lessons are conveyed to 
them. Neither is it necessary that we should say that the work contains many 
portraits that are already become, like Falstaff, or Juliet, or Dogberry, a portion 
of the national mind. We may go further. This is properly called the age of 
the diffusion of knowledge, and it is not one of its lest remarkable circum- 
stances, that the scream of the locomotive, now heard through the civilised 
world, has already made, or soon will make, these creations of Dickens's fancy 
a part of the mind of the nations of Europe and America. Dumpling Dot, 
Dog Boxer, John Peerybingle, Miss Tilly Slowboy, with Caleb and Tackleton, 
will soon be familiarly known in every town of Germany, and in the wilds of 
the United States. 

We are far from saying, however much we admire the intention and the exe- 
cution of the work, that it is faultless. Had the narrative begun more simply, all 
justification of the reproach that the book is theatrical would have been removed. 
The ornate style, too, of Mr Dickens might, we think, have ‘sometimes assumed 
Miss Austin’s plainness of writing with advantage. The elaborate way in which 
the thoughts are worked out reminds us of those carved and gilded, painted and 
gemmed altars, at which a devotional people worship the relics of some almost 
forgotten saint. The art in both cases is, indeed, wonderful which invests the 
poorest things with the attributes of the loftiest genius and the kindliest 
humanity. We will say nothing further of the book, but beg our readers to 
read it with the same philosophic spirit in which it has been written. 

We cannot leave the subject, however, without expressing our deep regret at 
a degradation of the literary character which it has made manifest. A writer in 
the most potent of our daily journals, which can, and in general does, afford to 
disregard all rivalry, which, from a due consciousness of its own strength, has 
no fear of an opponent, has, from motives which are apparent on the surface and 
spoken of by every man, made an attack on the “ Cricket” which was intended to 
be destructive. It is a degradation to the literary character to be blinded by 
envy to that artistic beauty which its mission is to cultivate; but when it suffers 
itself to be made an instrument of trade rivalry, and for a mercenary purpose 
passes a false judgment on a work of genius, it is far more degraded than by its 
own bad passions. It is in truth pitiable to see men of talent—and the greater 
the talent the greater the degradation—fighting like gamecocks with steel spurs, 
for the amusement and gain of those who claim to be their masters, and throw 
them in the pit to contend against each other. But more extraordinary than 
the attack of the Times was the approbation given to it by the Post. For the 
literary character the latter journal claims a peculiar reverence, and it professes 
a great abhorrence for any “ writing downwards” to a bad passion. Yet the 
attack caught its fancy, and it did not scruple to praise, perhaps from a motive 
similar to that which dictated the attack, an article, which is one of the most 
striking proofs we have seen in our day of the degradation and subserviency of 
mere trade purposes of great literary talents.

SovruamprtTon, Dec. 29.—The Oriental Company’s steam ship Great Liverpool arrived 
in the docks this morning, from the Motherbank, and landed her passengers, 57 in 
number, her mails having been forwarded to London by the mail train this morning. The 
Liverpool left Alexandria on the 9th inst., Malta 15th, and Gibraltar 22d. She hasa full 
cargo. The same company’s steam ship the Royal Tar, Captain Evans, came into the 
docks last evening from Gibraltar, and landed her mails, which were forwarded to Lon- 
don by the mail train: her dates are Gibraltar 17th inst., Cadiz 18th, Lisbon 20th, 
Oporto 22d, and Corunna 24th. She has a full cargo and eight passengers. The next 
West India mail will be taken out in the Thames on the 2nd proximo, and the East India 
in the Achilles on the 3d.

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
THERE was again a very trifling quantity of wheat brought forward 
in Mark lane last Monday, and a further improvement of Is to 2s 
per qr was established on all the best descriptions of English 
samples. Such short deliveries as are now made from week to week 
must continue to enhance the value, as once the stocks of the miller 
are thoroughly exhausted, he must come to market regularly, and 
competition for an article, when it is scarce, is sure to cause im- 
provement. The importation of foreign was only to a moderate ex- 
tent, amounting to 10,095 qrs, whereot 480 were trom Bremen, 1,017 
from Hamburgh, 320 from Husurn, 2,366 from a 762 from 
Malta, 2,620 from Marseilles, 2,363 from Stettin, and 170 from Wis- 
mar. Holders are pretty firm in their demands, and a few buyers 
occasionally appear for bonded ; that there is no forcing sales going 
on, in the anticipation that some good awaits this grain at no distant 

eriod. The top price of town-made flour remains at 563 per sack. 
The week’s arrival of English was 8,431 sacks, with 1,610 bris from 
Canada, 925 sacks from Dunkirk, 685 from Rouen, and 1,500 bris 
from Stettin. Fine barley being scarce was the turn dearer, and 
previous rates were obtained for all other descriptions. ‘The arrivals 
consisted of 4,668 qrs E iylish, 2,830 Scotch, 905 Irish, and 4,081 
foreign, making a total of 12,484 qrs. An abundance of oats came 
forward on the whole, 935 qrs English, 1,737 Scotch, 25,476 Irish, 
and 6,251 foreign ; the article was firm. The continued large arrival 
from Ireland prevented any advance being established. Beans and 
peas have not participated in the improvement extended to other 
grain. 

There was a small arrival of Irish wheat at Liverpool on Tuesday, 
consisting of 2,758 qrs; the market was thinly attended both by 
country and town buyers, and no speculative demand existed for any | 
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description; the prices paid were fully as dear for all the best 
samples ; average 53s 10d on 3,901 qrs. The importations of foreign 
were to a fair extent, consisting of 5,876 qrs from the United States 
and 2,640 from European ports ; the quantity of Indian corn reported 
from America was large, amounting to 7,893 qrs; there has been 
more looking after bonded wheat the last few days, without leading 
to much extent of business. ‘The quantity of flour has been on the 
whole large; 4,227 sacks from Ireland ; 3,250 barrels from Canada, 
and 24,714 from the United States. A few sales of States flour have 
taken place at 28s 6d per barrel in bond. Barley, beans, and peas 
were without improvement, and in the absence of any amount of 
inquiry for Indian corn, the latter article is merely nominal. 

The farmers at Ilull brought forward a good supply of both old 
and new wheat, but owing to their being very firm in their demands, 
only a limited extent of business was transacted, at an advance of 
ls per qr; the average was 44s lld on 1,213 qrs. The supply of 
spring corn was only to a moderate extent, and no life existed in the 
department of any description. The stocks in the hands of the 
millers were reported to be very light, and more is reasonably looked 
for as likely to be doing after the turn of the year. 

There was a moderate arrival of wheat at Leeds, amounting to 
5,083 qrs; fine runs were taken off at last week's prices, but there 
was very little passing in other sorts: average, 58s 5d on 5,451 qrs. 
The demand for barley was exceedingly limited, and even select sorts 
were not saleable at last week's prices. Oats and beans were in re- 
quest at former rates. 

The supply of wheat was good at Lynn; fine samples in some in- 
stances commanded rather more money: average, 48s 10d on 1,634 
qrs. Barley too brought fully as much money tor the best descrip- 
tions, but secondary qualities did not improve. For beans, peas, oats, 
and rye, last week's prices were obtained. 

There was a fair supply of wheat brought forward at Spalding, and 
the rates of the previous week were maintained, but there was no 
life in the trade: average, 50s 3d on 391 qrs. Oats and beans were 
in moderate supply, and each article realised last week’s quota- 
tions. 

The arrivals of all grain on Wednesday in Mark lane were very 
trifling, owing to the very boisterous state of the weather. The 
trade ior wheat was dull; holders, however, were firm, and the few 
sales transacted were quite at Monday’s currency. Barley, beans, 
and peas, were taken in retail quantities at former terms. There 
was somewhat more dving in oats, and previous prices were well 
maintained, particularly for all the prime quantities of Irish. 

There was a good supply of farmers’ wheat at Stockton, and fair 
coasting arrivals ; the best qualities sold at an advance of Is per qr; 
other descriptions were quite as dear: average, 50s 6d on 461 qrs. 
Flour, 44s to 48s; superfine, 50s to 53s per sack. 

With more wheat offering at Boston, prices advanced Is to 2s per 
qr. Wheat, red, 48s to 54s; fine to 56s: white, 50s to 56s ; fine, 
58s. 

Edinburgh market was fairly supplied with new wheat; good dry 
samples were Is per qr dearer ; very little was passing in old. 
Barley was a shade higher, and fine brewers’ parcels met a ready 
sale. Oats were Is dearer. 

At Glasgow wheat was rather more freely so!d. Barley steady in 
value. Oats more saleable. Beans and peas were Is per qr cheaper. 
Flour was without material alteration. Wheat commanded former 
rates. 

The weekly averages announced on Thursday were, 55s 4d on 
90,541 qrs wheat; 32s 5d on 119,459 barley; 23s on 37,318 oats; 
32s 8d on 117 rye; 38s 6d on 8,121 beans; 39s 10d on 3,892 peas. 
‘Phe duty advanced Is vn wheat, and is now 153 per qr; ls on rye, 
and is now 7s 6d on that article; and Is on beans, being now 2s 6d 
on this grain. 

There was a better supply of wheat at Birmingham, which found 
buyers at a further advance of 2s per qr; average, 55s 3d on 1,737 
qrs. The retail price of flour has risen 3s 4d per sack ; fine English, 
44s 6d to 40s 6d; seconds, 41s 64 to 43s 6d. 

‘The supply of English wheat was not large at Bristol, and an ad- 
vance of |s 6d to 2s per qr was currently obtained on new, and about 
ls on old; average, 55s 4d on 796 qrs. 
mand, and about Is per sack more money was established. 

Uxbridge market was not largely supplied, and millers purchased 
quietly at from |s to 2s per qr advance ; average, 61s 3d on 460 qrs. 

There was a pretty good supply at Newbury of farmers’ wheat, 
which met a steady sale, at prices fully equal to those of last week ; 
average, 55s 7d on 874 qrs. 

The supplies in Mark lane on Friday were very trifling, only 650 
qrs English and 4,230 foreign wheat, 1,510 English and 3,600 foreign 
barley, 140 English, 1,240 Irish, and 5,100 foreign oats, with 760 sacks 
flour. The farmers seem determined to'stop the supplies, and the 
millers must buy when opportunity offers. ‘hey would have given 
more to-day for prime English wheat had it appeared. Holders of 
bonded are very firm, and seem determined to “ bide their time.” 
Barley, beans, and peas, were much the same as at the beginning of 
the week. Oats were in improved request, and in many instances 
for prime corn an advance of 6d per qr was established.

FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS. 


The unusually boisterous weather has kept back the Hamburgh | 
mail of last Friday, and we are therefore very sparingly supplied with | 


news from the north of Europe and from Odessa. 


Flour was in moderate de- | 
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The number of grain-laden vessels which passed the Sound and 
Belt for England, from the 10th to the 20th of December, were 10 
wheat, 15 linseed, 5 oats, 6 barley, 4 peas, and 2 beans. 

The Danzig merchants seem to regard the eccentric movements of 
the English corn markets with indifference, and hold their stock 
firmly. In Rostock the best samples of wheat cost 46s to 47s per qr, 
f. o. b., in spring. 

The Dutch and Belgian markets have assumed a firmer position, 
and prices in the latter country are dearer about 2s per qr, and many 
inquiries are sent now to this country for wheat afloat, which can be 
directed to the near ports of the Belgian and French coast. 

The markets in the East are lower, the prices at Odessa gave way 
ls to 2s per qr for second quality of wheat ; of first quality, no sales 
were reported during the previous ten days, the transactions being 
confined to about 35,000 chets of wheat, at from 3ls 6d to 36s per qr 
according to quality. 

In the Danube markets the prices are likewise 1s to ls 6d per qr 
lower; there has been a large business transacted altogether in the 
Danube, and contracts have been made for wheat at 34s per qr, 
f. o. b., in spring. Wheat for future delivery is 3s dearer than 
wheat on the spot. The greatest want prevails in all the Turkish 
dominions, especially in Asia Minor and Syria, and it would at 
present leave a profitable margin to ship flour in bond from this 
country into Syria and Turkey. An agent of the Turkish govern- 
ment is said to have been despatched to make wheat purchases at 
Odessa. 

We beg to refer to an extract of a New Orleans letter at foot, 
from which it will be seen that flour cannot be imported at Jess 
than 38s 6d per barrel in Liverpool, being about 10s per barrel 
more than it is selling for here. From. all that we can gather 
from the United States and Canada, we feel confident that the 
entire importations from the continent of North America into 
Great Britain, in all this year, will not exceed one million barrels 
of flour, if the price here should even exceed 40s per barrel, but 
that at the present prices here in bond and up to 36s per barrel, 
the quantity will not reach 600,000 to 700,000 barrels. It is quite 
evident, that at present current prices, a ruinous loss must attend 
an importation of flour from the United States.—Body and Co's. Cir- 
cular.

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COMMERCIAL NEWS AND MISCEELANIES. 


Ty: New Coat Act.—On Wednesday last the coal act of 1 and 
2 Victoria expired, and the new act (8 and 9 Victoria, c. 101), as 
altered and amended, came into operation. ‘The duties are extended 
to coals brought by railway, and it is provided that “ in order to pro- 
vide a fund for the opening of poor and densely populated districts in 
the metropolis, or for keeping open spaces in the immediate vicinity 
of the same, as a means of promoting the public convenience, recrea- 
tion, and health,’ that the duty of 1d a ton on coals, Xc., shall be 
applied to the creation of a fund for the execution of such improve- 
ments. ‘The corporation of the city of London are empowered to 
make, alter, or repeal by-laws for the regulation of vessels laden with 
coals. 

Bonvine 1v Mancuester.—From the customs bill of entry for 
Saturday last, it appears that the following goods were removed in 
bond to Manchester during the week ending the previous day :—4 
quarter casks wine, 20 barrels 100 boxes currants, 41 chests tea, and 
39 bags foreign coffee. 

Tue Corree Crop 1n Java seems likely to be more unfavourable 
than was expected. It is thought there will be a deficiency of 
345,000 picols. 

AwnvaL Sarpment or Port Wines to Great Britaw.— 
There are two statements published of the exact quantity of port 
wine shipped from Oporto in 1844: by one circular the quantity 
stated is represented at 26,187 pipes; and another at 25,493 pipes. 
The discrepancy is alleged to arise from one of the leading houses 
having over-stated their shipment. According to the authentic list 
the following houses have shipped:—George Sandeman and Co., 
3,166 ; Martinez, Gassiot, and Co., 1,468; A. J. d’Oliveira Basto, 
1,274; Quarles Harris, sen., James Dawson Harris, and Co., 1,264; 
Croft and Co.. 1,145; ‘T. J. Smith, 1,059; Offley, Webber, and For- 
rester, 1,010; Allen, Morgan, and Co., 1,009 — ‘The remaining 
shippers are less than 1,000 pipes—making, however, a total of 
25,493 pipes. 

Tosacco.—The. Lords Commissioners of her Majesty's Treasury 
have given permission that leaf tobacco, or tobacco in an unmanu- 
factured state, may be imported into this country from the United 
States, Mexico, South America, the island of St Domingo, or Cuba 
and Trinidad, in packages containing 80 lbs weight. Their lordships 
have further authorised Mr Cardwell to direct that the requisite alte- 
ration may be made in the Customs’ Amendment act.

Tue Soutu Srarrorpsuwire Inow Districts.—The usual meeting 
of the South Staffordshire, East Worcestershire, and Shropshire iron- 
masters, preliminary to the quarterly meetings which commence at 
Walsall on the 6th of January, was held at Wolverhampton on 
Friday. ‘The gentlemen who attended, it is understood (for these 
meetings are strictly private) unanimously resolved not only ‘to 
support existing rates,” but the feeling was prevalent amongst the 
large capitalists and best informed members of the trade, that the 

resent demand for iron, combined with future expectations, would 
justify a further advance. Whether this freely expressed opinion 
was put out asa mere feeler, or whether it may not be understood 
to be an intended justification of present prices, those who are en- 
gaged in the trade can alone judge. It appears pretty certain, how- 
ever, that the numerous lines of railway connected wiih this impor- 
tant neighbourhood, for which acts have already been obtained, and 
others projected, most local branches, which in all probability will 
receive the sanction of Parliament, have given, and very justly so, a 
great stimulus to the staple trade and manufacture of this district.— 
Worcestershire Chroniele. 

Russian Wueat.—The {following is from ‘a commercial letter, 
received by a Belfast house :—“ Archangel, Oct. 25, 1845. As 
regards the new crops of grain and seed we can speak favourably 
both of quantity and quality, with one exception, viz., that the 
weight of the oats will not be quite so good as this year’s shipments. 
The supplies for next year will, as usual, depend on the demand 
now, and the prices paid on contract; but we think there is every 
prospect of a large supply of oats, rye, and linseed, judging from the 
demand already springing up, and the high prices talked of in other 
markets, which must turn attention our way. Indeed, it appears 
obvious that our market offers great advantages, from the good crops 
we have been favoured with, and we are in hopes that even the 
article of wheat, which has now, for some years, been almost a dead 
letter from Archangel, may, in case of alteration in your corn laws, 
become next year a safe and profitable article of export to Great 
Britain, and particularly if it can be shipped, as we think it may be. 
at from 17} to 20 ro. per chet., or 26s to 30s per qr, on board. This 
applies, with peculiar force, to our markets, as wheat can only be 
got cheap from Archangel, by ordering it six months beforehand ; 
and when the fate of your harvest is known, it is too late to get it 
from hence at any price.” 

TRADE oF THE Sanpwicn Istanps.—A correct report of the Ame- 
rican shipping at Lahaina, this season, has been furnished us through 
the courtesy of M. Calkin, Esq., the United States’ vice-commercial 
agent for that port. There have been, up to April 30, more than 170 
Bhips at Lahaina, of which 54 were at anchor at one time. As 
many as 700 seamen have been ashore on liberty at once, among 
whom good order has prevailed. This result is due not only to 
the good disposition of the parties themselves, and to the efforts of 
the native authorities, but in a great measure to the excellent influ- 
ence exerted by the United States’ vice-commercial agent, who has 
shown himself both desirous and efficient in co-operating with all 
concerned in maintaining a proper discipline among the crews.

Tue Gun Trape.—Not long since an order for 40,000 stand of 
arms was received in Birmingham from government, in consequence 
of which, and other orders of a similar character, the gun trade is 
in a state of high prosperity. Most of the guns ordered, it is said, 
are to be put in store at the barracks at Weedon. 

Tue Boanv or Trave anv tue Potato Faiture.—The Board 
of Trade is at present collecting information relative to the petatoes, 
so far as that is known in the port of London. It seems to be con- 
fined, in most part, to persons not particularly well acquainted with 
the subject. On Friday the board selected some of the fruit meters 
for examination. They are also meters of potatoes, and as such may 
know how many have arrived by sea in the port of London. While 
a messenger from the Board of Trade was waiting at one of the 
wharfs to conduct the meters to Westminster to be examined, the 
said meters were running from one dealer to another, from one agent 
to another, from one Goole captain to another, and among the York- 
shire sailors, to inform themselves of what the probable state of the 
potato crop in Yorkshire is. 

ImporTATION oF Corn.—Some delay having occurred in the 
measurement of corn imported into the port of London from 
Australia, in consequence of the corn having been imported in sacks, 
and, therefore, requiring a separate examination, on the part of the 
merchant, of the contents of each bag, previously to metage ; and 
the revenue authorities being of opinion that in similar instances of 
corn from the British possessions generally being imported in sacks 
or bags, and with the view of preventing unnecessary delay, one 
month should be allowed, which should be the maximum period, 
within which the metage should be completed, and orders have been 
issued for the officers of the revenue to govern themselves in the 
matter in future accordingly, and for them to take care in all cases 
that the packages are carefully examined at the time of first landing 
from the importing vessel, drawing the attention of the com- 
missioners to any parcels of corn that may not be measured within 
the prescribed period. ‘This indulgence is of considerable importance 
to the importers of corn, and although the time of final meeting is 
limited to the period of a month, it will doubtless be amply sufficient 
to answer every required purpose. 

Cameos.—By order of the Board of Trade, cameos will in future 
be admitted ata duty of five per cent.

Iron Manxet.—BirmincHaM.—The iron masters are very firm 
in their determination to maintain present rates and to advance them 
in the spring. Trade generally here is good. 

Guascow Pic Iron Trapt, Dec. 30.—There seems to be a very 
good feeling thie week, speculators looking forward to the French le- 
gislature modifying their tariff regarding foreign iron. Cash +transac- 
tions, however, have been very few. In the present state of our 
market, three or four thousand tons forced, for cash, would not com- 
mand 70s; while on the other hand, were as large a quantity wanted 
at once, 75s would require to be paid. One of our largest makers has 
this week (or end of last week) made a contract with a house in town 
for 2,000 tons, at 80s—paying a small deposit—the iron to be deli- 
vered when required. ‘The sellers were open for further contracts at 
ls advance. The price we quote as 72s 6d. It may be interesting, at 
the close of the year, to note some of the fluctuations which have 
taken place :—January, 65s to 70s per ton; February, 90s ; March, 
120s; from this period till lst June prices gradually receded to 57s 6d; 
June, 80s; July, 60s; August, 85s; September and October, 90s to 
97s 6d; from that time it has gradually fallen to the present quota- 
tions of 72s 6d.—Glagow National.

LOUISIANA SUGAR CULTURE. 


Tue following letter, which has reached us by the last packet, is im- 
portant to the sugar importers in Europe, because the state of the 
crop in Louisiana determines to what extent the United States are 
obliged to draw supplies from Cuba and Brazil to make up their an- 
nual consumption. An increase or decrease of the crop there is, 
therefore, equivalent to an iccrease or decrease in Cuba or Brazil 
in the indirect effects which are produced on the European supply :-— 

When I published my last statement of the crop of sugar in Louisiana» 
for the year 1844-5, I had only in view the ene object of obtaining the cor- 
rect details of the crop, in which I sueceeded to my entire satisfaction ; 
but I gave little or no attention to other points connected with the actual 
condition and future prospects of the culture of cane. It was not until I 
was making up for publication the detail 1 had connected as to the crop, 
that it occurred to me to make any remarks on the two pvints of the num- 
ber of proprietors of the existing plantations, and the probable number of 
new ones then just opened, or opening ; both of which I was, under the cir- 
cumstances of the case, compelled to do by a rough and vague estimate 
principally founded on information obtained from others. 

Since then, however, I have devoted much time and attention to both 
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these points, and having found by my particular investigation that my pre- 
vious estimates were very erroneous, I deem it a duty to correct the errors, 
particularly as my publication has been extensively referred to, and quoted 
as authority through the Union. For the then existing 762 plantationss, I 
estimated there were 900 proprietors ; ; instead of 900, however I find there 
were 1,200 on the old plantations, being distinct families or heads of families 
whoare the owners of these estates, and principally depending on them ; 
this entirely, exclusive of overseers, sugar-makers, engineers, carpenters, 
coopers, blacksmiths, &c., as well as other families who are connected with 
the culture of cane in this state. 

My error was still greater in my estimate as to the new plantations. I 
have as yet completed this eeenaens only for the following seventeen 
parishes for which I give the details, viz.

This statement may be relied on as correct, for not only has it been made 
out with care and punctual personal investigation, but I have also recorded 
and in my possessicn the name of every proprietor of each of the above 
1,104 old and new sugar plantations in each of the above parishes respec- 
tivel 

it thus appears that inthe 17 parishes, there are 367 cotton plantations 
which have been changed into sugarestates. But even this does not show 
the full number, as many other small cotton growers have also abandoned 
that culture for sugar; but not having the means to erect sugar works 
themeelves, all grind their cane at the mills of their immediate neighbours, 
and these small estates are not reckoned among the 367 new planta- 
tions. 

In the three other parishes, Vermillion, Lafayette and St Landry, where 
there were 25 old plantations, I have not investigated the number of new 
ones, but from the information I have obtained, there must be 25 or 30, or 
even more. 

In the parishes of Rapides, Avoyelles, Calcassieu, Catahoula, and Con- 
cordia, arrangements were being made for more than 200 new sugar planta- 
tions, but the most part of them have been suspended, and cotton will be 
mostly cultivated on them for another season, until the action of Congress 
respecting the tariff is ascertained. Still, there are, however, 70 to 80 that 
are actually opened and going into operation in those five parishes, and all 
those who suspended the change of their culture are fully provided already, 
even at great cost, with seed cane for planting. 

Of the above named new plantations, but a certain number will produce 
more cane than they will respectively require for re- planting this season, and 
add but little to the present crop, But a very large number will be in full 
— for the next crop of 1846-7, and all of them for the crop of 

847-8. 

Seventy-two engines for sugar mills have been introduced into the State 
this year, coming from the manufactories of Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, New York, Philadelphia and Richmond, Some very costly ones from 
New York and Philadelphia. 

There will not be less than 130 put up ‘his —_ season—by Pittsburgh, 
35; Cincinnati, 72 ; Louisville, 10; New York, 10; Richmond, I know of 
none ; New Orleans, 25. ie CHAMPOMIER.

INDIGO. 

The total stock of indigo at the close of the last year in the London 
warehouses is 33,512 chests of all sorts, against 25,975 chests at the 
same time last year, and this considerable augmentation of stock has 
weighed heavily upon the market during the last several months, 
together with the prospects from the various parts of India, where 
the article is produced, of a probable supply into Europe in the course 
of the ensuing season of quantities sufficient for a twelve month's 
consumption. We are collecting extensive details, with a view to 

ive in our next number our annual tables on indigo, which will ex- 
its the particulars of a large consumption of the article in the year 
just closed, and if prices, as it is likely, will retain their present 
moderate rates, there is very little doubt that the consumption will 
be equally large in the present year. For the next quarterly sales, 
which will commence on the 20th of this month, about 7,300 chests 
have been declared, and several hundred chests more are likely to 
be added. A great portion of the whole will consist of Madras, 
Kurpah, and other low sorts, but it is expected that the average rates 
of the last October sales will be nearly maintained. The transac- 
tions in the article have latterly been confined to the purchase of 
small parcels for the home trade, and for export at the rates of 
last sale. 


EASTERN COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From the Chamber cf Commerce Overland Price Current.) 


Bomuay, Dec. ].—The business of the past fortnight has been limited, and 
there is little change to notice in the general aspect of the market for Euro- 
pean goods, The accounts from the agricultural districts to the northward 
continue very gloomy, and should the present apprehension as to the defi- 
ciency of the crops be realised, there can be no doubt that the result will be 
highly unfavourable as regards the demand for British manufactures. Money 
is just now somewhat scarce at the Presidency, and the Bank of Bombay, on 
the 28th ult., raised its rate of discount upon draughts from 6 to 8 per cent. 

Merats.—We have to report a decline of from 1 r. to 2 rs. per cwt in the 
prices of raised bottoms, braziere, and sheathing copper; tile, nails, and 
American remaining without change. In iron, prices have exhibited an up- 
ward tendency, both British and Swedish bar having been disposed of at 
lr. per candy above our last quotations, while the rate of square nail rod 
has zlso slightly. advanced. There have been some auction sales of damaged 
hoop and sheet iron, which have somewhat affected the market for these

Cotton ManuracturEs.—The better qualities of gray and bleached tong- 
cloths and Madapollams have been in fair request, and the prices for them 
before current have been fully maintained , the lower sorts, however, are 
difficult of sale at remunerating rates. Low gray domestics have been in 
good demand, and sold freely. The low and middling qualities of gray and 
bleached jaconets are almost without inquiry, and for the finer sorts, prices, 
though somewhat improved, are not yet favourable to the shipper. For dyed 
and fancy goods the market, with few exceptions, continues depressed, and 
prints are almost wholly neglected. 

Yarns.—The business has been limited since our last. No. 20 mule and 
water has declined gto j perlb; and No. 40 water also exhibits a trifling 
diminution in value. No. 80 mule is higher, and Nos, 90 and 100 lower than 
before. We have heard of no transactions in dyed yarns. Turkey red, we 
believe, is in but limited request, and orange is totally without inquiry. 

WooLLEns.—The market for these continues extremely dull, and we 
have been apprised of no sales. 

MARINE Scenes, —We quote white and green paint jr. per cewt lower 
than before, and Swedish and coal tar 3 r. to 1 r. per cwt higher. Cordage 
has declined | r. to 2 r. per cwt. 

Beer.—The market for beer exhibits no alteration, and in the total ab- 
sence of transactions we retain our previous quotations. 

Spirits.—The same remark will apply to the articles under this head, 
which appear to be similarly neglected. 

CocHINEAL.—There is no change in the value of cochineal, of which 
article 800 lbs have, we hear, been disposed of at 3rs Gans per lb, the price 
quoted in our last. 

Rep ano Wuitz LEApv.—The former of these remains without change, 
but the latter has fallen in value about Ir per ewt.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From Wylie and Egana’s Circular.) 

New Orveans, Dec. 5.—We have now had a succession of unfavourable 
accounts from the European cotton markets, and yet our prices continue to 
be well maintained. One cause of this may be the abundance of money 
put into cireulation from the large prices now obtained for Western pro- 
duce ; and another cause may also be found in the speculation which has 
ariren from the present state of the political relations between Great Britain 
and this country. But we cannot in any way ascribe our present rates to 
any speculation upoa a short crop. It is very true that our accounts from 
Savannah and Charleston show a great fulling off there in the receipts of 
cotton as compared with the same period last year; but it must be remem- 
bered that all the excess last year was in the Atlantic States, while, this 
year, the reverse is the case. The receipts at this port already exhibit an 
excess of 32,864 bales, though, as yet, we have searcely received any cotton 
from the,Red River, Yazoo, or other tributaries, owing to the low stage of 
water. 

We are the more confirmed in our original estimate of a crop of 2,300,000 
to 2,400,000 bales.

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Tosacco.—-The receipts of the new crop are limited to 8 hhds only. We 
hear much of the general quality of the crop, and are led to believe that it 
is superior to any crop that has been received for many years. As yet trans- 
actions are too limited to be particularised. We quote common to fine at 
5 to 5 cents. 

SuGar.—During the past five days the weather here has been more in- 
clement than we ever recollect: the thermometer has ruled as low as 27 
degrees, and it is well that exceedingly favourable weather since July last 
has secured the cotton crop. I: is different with the cane, which has suf- 
fered most materially, and our sugar crop may not now be over 67,000 tons, 
about one-fourth less than that of 1844. Owing to the low prices of cotton 
last year, many estates were turned from the cultivation of cotton to sugar, 
but these estates this year will produce scarcely more than they will require 
for re-planting ; but if in the approaching discussion upon the tariff, the 
present duty on foreign sugar be continued, a considerable addition will be 
made to the sugar cultivation of Louisiana. 

Fiour, Grain, &c.—The accounts per Britannia of the probable opening 
of the British ports to foreign grain have had almost an electric effect upon 
this market, coupled with the aperohsasien that the rivers above are 
frozen over, and that our supplies henceforward will be much curtailed, at 
least until the return of milder weather. Our last circular (20th November) 
quoted flour at 5} dollars: the stock at market is now in the hands of spe- 
culators, and held at 74 to 8 dollars. Indian corn, in like manner, has 
gone up from 56 to 80 cents per bushel (3s 4d), and wheat is firm at 13 dol. 
(58 4d). Owing to the uncertain operation of the British corn laws, this 
trade, which should be one of much advantage to both countries, is 
always a speculators’ trade; and our present prices will show the risks 
which encumber it, At such prices, however, the British agriculturists 
need fear no competition. Flour hence to Liverpool would now cost 38s 6d 
per barrel, freight included, a price, doubtlessly, above its market value. 
With regular demand no such exhorbitant rates would exist ; neither, how- 
ever, could wheat be grown in the Western States, be brought down here 
here by a river navigation of 2,000 miles, and be transported by a sea voyage 
of two months to Great Britain, at prices that would not still leave to the 
home producer the advantages of a ready market and the benefits of a 
highly-improved system of cultivation. 


RIO JANEIRO. 
(From the Rio Mercantile Journal.) 

Rio pE JaNEmo, Noy. 3.—Business was, in extent, quite equal to that 
of the preceding month, and exceeded the sum of the transactions in the 
same month of 1844. In imports an average amount of business was done, 
though piecegoods, which were rather brisk early in the month, were later 
neglected ; produce was active as regards coffee and sugar, but dull in 
hides, whilst the money market was steady and the transactions were to an 
average amount. 

CANDLES.—2 parcels composition, 140 boxes sold at 800 reis, 94 boxes 
sperm at 900 reis per lb; the comparatively large arrivals of the latter de- 
pressed their value late in the month. Of tallow were sold 700 boxes 
River Plate at 7 milrees 200 reis, 500 boxes Oporto at 8 milrees 0 reis to 
9 milrees 700 reis, according to quality. 

Correr BaGGInc.—Prices of Scotch were steady at 250 to 255 reis 

per yard, and the sales amounted to 1180 ps. German—Market de- 
pressed: early in the month 60 ps sold at 250 reis per yard, 992 ps at 7 
milrees 500 reis to 7 milrees 800 reis per ps. 
& Piecrcoops.—Early in the month the market was active, and sales to 
some amount were effected, generally at fair prices. Later but little was 
done. American cottons were very dull, and the trade was well supplied. 
Sales limited to 400 pkgs at about prices quoted. 

Fiour.—The arrivals exceeded those of any previous month of the year, 
except July, still prices did not decline. Little however was done, for, 
whilst much firmness was evinced on the part of holders, the dealers would 
only purchase such parcels as were indispensable, The market was assisted 
too by the purchase of one cargo, 2,3564 barrels for the River Plate, and by 
2,300 barrels Baltimore having been sent forward to Rio Grande. The ar- 
rivals consisted of 13,143 bris Gallego, 5,573} Haxall, 8,085 Baltimore, 
1,692 Columbia, 950 Philadelphia, 806 Trieste, 150 Western, 20 ordinary 
European, and 200 French, the last upon order; in all, 30,6193 bris, 
Shipped coastwise, 4,428 bris; re-exported, 2,5574. Stock in first hands, 
12, bris Gallego, 7,1734 Haxall, 5,302 Southern, 4,421 Baltimore, 600 
Philadelphia ; in all, 99,8264 bris. Stock in second hands, estimated at 
26,380 bris. 

Inon.—The arrivals of British were large, principally upon order: holders 
are unwilling to sell, in anticipation of an advance in prices. Nothing re- 
ported in Swedish. 

OznaBurGs.—Moderate arrivals, and sold 638 ps at 250 to 260 reis per 
vara ; thus reducing the stock 400 ps, 

Exrorts.—Correk.— Business was limited until the middle of the month, 
at which period the lowest prices prevailed, and at these some considerable 
purchases were made. Later the market was but poorly supplied, and large 
orders, for the United States, on 28th and 30th, cleared the market within 
6,000 bags, part of which was ordinary. Our export statement shews an 
increase to France, Mediterranean, Trieste, and United States; and a 
falling off to Antwerp, Bremen, Cape of Good Hope, Channel, Denmark, 
Portugal, and Sweden. The caer exported, to the 31st Oct., was less 
83,684 bags to the Channel, 7,782 bags to the United States.

Althonghpowing to the season, no great amount of business has 
been done in goods, the market is firmer, and, in snme aasoe, « olight ad- 
vance has been obtained, .In yarn the improvement is more dec‘ded ; large 
purchases having been made at an advance on some current numbers of a 
farthing a pound since yesterday fortnight. 

HuppersFigp, Tuesday, Dec. 30.—No alteration whatever from our re- 
ports of the last few weeks; business in general is dull, and without pros- 
pect of a speedy amendment. 

Braprorp, Thursday, Jan. ].—P1eces.—The market has to-day been at 
least equal to-what it has been any time for some weeks past, and proba- 
bly the sales have equalled the reduced production thatis taking place. 
Yarn.—No alteration, depressed and non-remunerative. Woor retains 
its price, and it was said that some sorts were not even freely supplied at 
old rates. Two failures of manufacturers of no great importance, however, 
were announced. 

LancasHirg, Thursday, Jan 1.—-The broad silk trade at Leigh, Middle- 

ton, Failsworth, Manchester, and their vicinities, is better than it was a 
month ago. Fancy work and mixed goods are in particular request, and 
many new sorts of fine fancy goods for the spring trade are now being 
manufactured in the neighbourhood of Manchester. The silk smallware 
trade in the same district remains rather slack, and many silk mills’ hands 
are only partially employed. The trade in cotton mills at Oldham is mo- 
derately brisk, yet there are several turn outs amongst power loom weavers 
for an advance of wages, The woollen cloth trade at Saddleworth is mo- 
derately brisk, and the operatives generally, have full employment. The 
gingham trade at Radcliffe, Whitefield, Prestwich, Eccles, and vieinities, is 
very brisk, and some of the manufacturers cannot get goods sufficient to 
meet their demands. 
f W axerie_tp.—Christmas week is usually a dull one for sales of wool ; 
this week has been more than ordinarily so, and transactions have been on 
a most limited scale, Indeed, the seller and buyer seem both disposed to 
hold off till the new year sets in, and the market may be said tobe in 
abeyance. 

LeicesTER.—There is no improvement since last week, nor could any be 
expected. Manufacturers are commencing stocktaking, and, in addition to 
the season of the year, the uncertainty that hangs over the present politi- 
cal crisis is of itself sufficient to cause all parties to act warily. 

Brirast, Tuesday, Dec. 30.—FLax.—There is little or no change in 
prices; the decline on hand-scutched continues, and pretty good can be 
purchased in the country markets at 45s per ewt, dirty and inferior at 38s 
to 40s per ewt, and is now comparatively lower than even the Russian flax 
in Dundee market, taking into consideration the superior strength of the 
Irish. The middle and fine qualities of milled flax remain very stationary, 
at about 65s to 75s per cwt. A great deal of middle qualities of Dutch have 
arrived here and offering at 60s to 70s, and a great deal more at about these 
prices have yet to arrive. Preparations of the soil for extensive sowing in 
spring of this plant are making throughout the kingdom! indeed the high 
prices as now given, and likely to be given for a length of time for flax even 
of a coarse texture, is a great inducement to the farmers to cultivate this 
valuable product, Linen and tow yarns remain dull of sale, and there is 
little or no prospect of a reduction, as the fibre is as high as ever, and we 
believe the spinners at present sell their yarns at comparative low prices.

Coffee— Without improvement cither in value or demand. Sales about 
1,000 bags, all for-home consumption ; arrivals, 4000 bags from St. Domingo, 
Sugar—Some orders from refiners in the neighbourhoed have been executed 
at full prices, but they amount only to 100 hhds, According to the last 
accounts from our West India islands, there was hardly any sugar remain- 
ing, and some time must therefore elapse before we get new supplies. Rice. 
—Carolina lower, about 200 bris have been sold. Indigo—We have re- 
ecived the Calcutta accounts of 8th November.

Sugar—The two parcels Bahia and Pernambuco men- 
tioned in our sales, passed into the hands of one of our first importers on 
speculation, the owner pressing to get rid of it. In crushed a good ‘busi- 
ness was transacted? but large supplies being on the way, prices are rather 
likely to recede stil more. Fruits—Trade was slack and prices are in a 
drooping condition, particularly for raisins, From the Ionian Islands. ac- 
counts up to the 9th inst. feom Cephalonia reached us, reporting a heavy 
stock of currants to be on hand, and although 42 dols were still pretended 
for, a decline became ever more proba! Je, such rate leaving no profit to Eng- 
land. Grain—Owners having made up their mind to aceept of lower rates, 
a good business was transacted. However, besides Rye, our actual quota- 
tions contiaue to rule above prices of the northern markets. New Clover- 
seed has not yet made itsappearance, The crop isrepresented to fall short, 
and prices of course gain an upward tendency. 
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EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


Tus new year commences with brighter prospects for the 
railway world than have distinguished the closing months of the 
last. The markets are gradually rising, and the established 
lines are again taking that position from which they were tem- 
porarily shaken by the late panic. Scrip of the better description 
partakes of the rise, and those parties who were enabled to hold 
on during the period of depression will now reap the benefit of 
not rushing madly into the market, and thus adding to the panic. 
Solicitors and Parliamentary agents are busily employed pre- 
paring for the session of Parliament, which commences on the 
22nd inst., while the officials of the established companies are 
equally as busy getting ready for the half-yearly meetings which 
principally take place in the ensuing month, so that if we are not 
over burdened at the present moment with railway business, we 
have an ample and abundant harvest before us. Awaiting these 
events a movement has been promoted in Ireland to endeavour 
to obtain the business of the railway committees to be performed 
in Dublin. A week or two since, as we noticed at the time, a 
meeting was held at Limerick on the subject; since which it has 
been taken up by the Repeal Asscciation. At a meetiug of the 
association, on Monday week, a report from the Parliamentary 
committee of the association was read on the subject, in which it 
has been suggested that the select committees of the House of 
Commons on railway bills could sit in Ireland, or that a com- 
mission could be appointed of practical and well-informed men, 
who should possess the same power as a committee of the House 
of Commons, and report in the same manner. It is also suggested 
that the commission could, if it was thought proper, be made 
ambulatory, and proceed to take evidence in Cork, Belfast, Gal- 
way, Limerick, &c, The advantages which are expected to arise 
from such an arrangement are the saving of expense to railway 
companies, and, at the same time, the diffusion of large expendi- 
ture throughout Ireland. The /rish Railway Gazette states that the 
matter has been considered by the Government, who have de- 
clined recommending any alteration in the present plan. 

Three companies, constituted by acts of last session—the Lynn 
and Ely, the Ely and Huntingdon, and the Lynn and Dereham— 
have agreed to amalgamate on equal terms, and make extensions 
to Spalding and March, for which 33,600 new shares, of 8/ 6s 8d 
each, are to be issued rateably among the proprietors of the three 
companies, 

The Duffryn, Llynoi, and Porth Caw] have resolved to allow 
certain members of their direction to take up shares on behalf of 
the company, for which they are to be held harmless, in the Glamor- 
gan Central Mineral Company, so as to make the requisite par- 
liamentary deposit to enable them to proceed with the bill next 
session, and to convert every 100/ stock of the old company into 
220/ stock of the Glamorgan Company. 

The Leeds and York Company have met and denounced in 
strong terms the conduct of the Manchester and Leeds, in refusing 
to go on with their agreement to support the Leeds and York Com- 
pany, and authorising the directors to make the best terms they 
can relative thereto. 

The Leeds and Bradford Company have confirmed the agree- 
ment for the amalgamation of their line with the Manchester and 
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Leeds Company, by exchanging two shares of the Bradford for 
100/ stock of the Manchester and Leeds Company, and equal divi- 
dends to be paid so soon as the line is opened. 75/ per cent or 
675,000/ of new Manchester and Leeds 5ths to be distributed 
among the Leeds and Bradford proprietors, so soon as the act of 
amalgamation is passed, which shall bear dividends like the other 
Manchester and Leeds Sths from the opening of the line. All 
further capital required after the passing of the act of amalgama- 
tion to be raised by the Manchester and Leeds and Leeds and 
Bradford proprietors in common. The Midland Company to be 
allowed to run through trains to Bradford. A joint station at 
Leeds to be erected by the Manchester and Leeds, the Midland, 
and the York aud North Midland. The Midland branch to that 
station to belong equally to the aforesaid three companies, and 
the three companies to co-operate in applying to Parliament for 
the necessary powers to carry out the agreement. 

At the half-yearly mane the Dundee and Arbroath Com- 
pany, the only business worthy of notice was the declaration of a 
dividend of three per cent. 

The Lincolnshire and Eastern Counties company is to be 
broken up, the expenditure having been 29,481/ and the receipts 
only 3,9471, including 2,000/ advanced by the committee. An 
application for 5s per share is to be made to the allottees towards 
defraying the expenditure. 

Meetings have been held of Ganneron’s and Calon’s, Paris and 
Lyons companies, at which it has been announced that the share- 
holders will receive one share for every ten originally held, and a 
surplus of 662 shares in the one and 782 in the other has been 
voted to the directors. The excess of deposits is to be immediately 
returned. 





RAILWAY MEETINGS. 
Leeps ann Braprorp.—On Saturday a special meeting of the 
Leeds and Bradford company was held at the Midland Railway 
station, Leeds. Mr George Hudson, M.P., the chairman of the 
board of directors, presid , and there was a good attendance of 
the shareholders. The chairmain having explained that the object 
of the meeting was to consider the propriety of an amalgamation 
with the Manchester and Leeds company, Mr John Waddington, 
one of the directors, then read the minute of agreement for the 
roposed amalgamation with the Manchester and Leeds company. 
The following are the principal heads of the agreement :— 

**1. The share capital of the Leeds and Bradford company to be converted into Man- 
chester and Leeds stock, by the exchange of two Leeds and Bradford shares for one 
Manchester and Leeds old share of 100/, the same amount to be called up on the Leeds 
and Bradford shares as on the Manchester and Leeds, and equal dividends to be 
as soon as the line is completed; aad in the mean time proportionate dividends, when 
and as the different parts of the line shall be opened. 

“2 and 3. Seventy-five per cent, or 675,000/ of Manchester and Leeds new fifths, to 
be distributed amongst the Leeds and Bradford proprietors, as soon as the act of amal- 
gamation is passed, which shall bear dividend like the other Manchester and Leeds 
fifths, on the opening of the line, or any part thereof, in proportion to the cost of the 
part or parts opened. 

“4. All further capital required after the passing of the act of amalgamation to be 
raised by the Manchester and Leeds, and Leeds and Bradford proprietors in common. 

“5. The Midland company to be allowed to run through trains to Bradford. 

“6. A joint station at Leeds, to be erected by the Manchester and Leeds, and the Mid- 


nd. 
“7. The York and North Midland, the Midland branch to the station to belong equally 
to the aforesaid three companies. 

“%. The Manchester and Leeds, the Midland, the York and North Midland, and the 
Leeds and Bradford, to co-operate in applying to parliament for the act of amalgama- 
tion.” 


Before the resolution confirming the terms of agreement was put 
to the meeting, a conversational discussion took place. But one 
feeling seemed to actuate the shareholders, and that was, that the 
arrangement was one which would be advantageous for the com- 
anies concerned and the district to be accommodated. The reso-|. 
ution for amalgamation was moved by the chairman, and adopted 
unanimously. 

Ety anv Huntincpon.—A special meeting of the preprietors of 
this company was held at the London tavern on Tuesday, for the 
purpose of taking into consideration the propriety of confirming an 
agreement entered into by the directors, for an amalgamation be- 
tween this company and the Lynn and Ely and Lynn and Dereham, 
and also to authorise the directors to take steps for raising capital to 
effect an extension of the united line to Bedford. Mr Henry C. Lacy, 
the chairman of the board of directors, a Mr Williams, the 
secretary, read the terms for the amalgamation of the companies, 
They were as follow :— 
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“ The three companies shall be amalgamated as from the Ist of Jan. 1846. 

“* The extension capital about to be raised by the Lynn and Ely and Ely and Hunt- 
ingdon companies shall be apportioned among the shareholders in the three compa- 
nies, at the rate, or as near thereto as possible, of one new share for every original 
share. 

“ The capital of the three companies, and also the extension capital above referred 
to, shall be ¢aken at par. 

“Inasmuch as by the terms of the act of parliament incorporating the Ely and 
Huntingdom company, imterest atithe rate of 32 103 percent per annum is payable on 
all sums ealled upon the shares in the capital of that company, but no such provision 
is made inthe acts incorporating the Lynn and Ely and Lynn and Dereham eompa- 
nies, interest at the rate of 3/ 10s per cent per annum shal! be paid on all] sums called 
upon the shares in all the three companies from the date of the payment of such re- 
spective calls until the three lines shall be opened for working. 

“ Provision shall be made in the acts authorising the extension lines above mentioned 
for payment of interest at 3/ 10s per cent per annum on all sums called up on the shares 
in the capital raised for such extensions. 

“ An act for carrying the ama)gamation into effect sha'l be applied for as soon as the 
regulation of parliament will admit, at the joint expense of the three companies, and 
in such act it shall (inter alia) be provided that the three companies shall constitute 
one company, by the name of the East Anglian Railways company. 

“ That such act shall contain all such other clauses and stipulations as the directors 
of the three companies shall in their discretion think proper.” 


The terms were unanimously agreed to, and resolutions passed, au- 
thorising an extension to Spalding and March, the capital to be raised 
by the issue of 33,000 new shares of 8/ 6s 8d. 

Lynxw anv Ery.—Subsequent to this another meeting was held in 
the same room, composed of the proprietors of that railway company. 
The same resolutions were as unanimously passed, and the proposition 
for the amalgamation of the three companies was sanctioned with 
general satisfaction. 

Lynn anp Derenam.—A third meeting took place in the same 


\room, of the proprietors of this company, who passed the same reso- 


lutions as were adopted at the two other meetings, and empoweyed 
their directors to take steps for their being fully carried out. 


Terminus aT Pextu.—A general meeting of the town council was 
held on Wednesday, Dec. 24, at Perth, the Lord Provost in the 
chair, for the purpose of taking into consideration the proposed rail- 
way termivus. Provost Sidey stated that he had convened the meet- 
ing at the request of the railway committee. About ten days ago 
the award of the Lords Commissioners of the Board of Trade, re- 

rding the gencral railway terminus on the western portion of the 
South Inch, had arrived and been duly considered, and the draft of a 
memorial of the board drawn up, recommending the west side of the 
town as a more eligible station. His lordship further observed that 
since the western portion of the Inch had been fixed on for the ter- 
minus, a number of changes had taken place, which had made it more 
desirable that it should not be placed there. ‘the Edinburgh and 
Northern line, for instance, had resolved to join the Central in 
Strathearn, instead of running a separate line to Perth, while the 
engineers of the latter and of the Scottish Midland Junction had 
fixed upon the vicinity of the infirmary as preferable for a terminus. 
Besides, the projected Queensferry line intended to join the Central 
in Strathearn. In that case, four of the five railways would take the 
west end of the town, as it was supposed their interests would be 
better served by having the terminus in that quarter. It would 
therefore be seen, that nothing stood in the way of such an arrange- 
ment but the Dundee line, and it was for the council to say if the 
expected benefits to be derived from it were likely to recompense 
the town for the certain sacrifices they were called upon to make. 
Mr Reid, the town clerk, read a memorial to the Board of Trade, 
which had been drawn up by the railway committee of the town 
council, recommending the erection of a general terminus in the 
vicinity of the infirmary, instead of the Inch or Craigie Park. After 
some discussion, the farther consideration of the project was deferred. 

Dunpee anp Arproatu.—A half-yearly meeting of the partners 
of this company was held in the Royal hotel on Wednesday, the 24th 
ult.—Dean of Guild Thoms, a director of the company, in the chair. 
After the minutes of the last general meeting were read, the secre- 
tary read a report by the directors, recommending a dividend of 3 per 
cent for the bygone half-year, and mentioning various arrangements 
that are in progress, with a view to the connexions that will soon be 
formed with other lines. The report having been unanimously 
adopted, the meeting separated. 


Paris anp Lyons (Calon’s).—A general meeting of the share- 
holders in this company was held on ‘luesday at the London tavern. 
Mr Thomas Chapman took the chair, and said that the adjudication 
of the line having taken place, the surplus deposits would be 
returned to the holders of the bankers’ receipts, on the production 
of the receipts at the offices of the company on the 5th of January. 
Most of the shareholders were aware that this company did not rank 
so high as many others that were competing for the Paris and Lyons 
lime. On the Stock Exchange Laffitte’s and Ganneron’s had a great 
advantage ; but-circumstances had taken place in the bureau of the 
Baron Kethschild, and in the bureau of Messrs Laffitte, Blount, and 
Co., which had entirely altered the aspect of the affairs of this com- 
pany, and it was now permitted to take that stand which the re- 
spectability of its shareholders demanded, and which the directors 
had a right to look forward to. 
eleven different companies. In this (Calon’s) company there had 
been subscribed in France 288,122 original shares, and in England 
111,878. Of the constituted shares the proportion was to Paris 
28,329, to London 11,849, and to Rouen 2,185, making the apportion- 
ment of 42,364 to this company. It would, therefore, be seen that 
the English shareholders would be entitled to one share and a small 
fraction for every ten of the present shares which they held. After 
the distribution there would remain 662 shares; and, as the expenses 
had exceeded the profits made by the employment of the deposits, 
he suggested that these shares should be placed at the disposal of the 
directors to meet the expenses. Resolutivns carrying out the recom- 
mendation were unanimously passed. 

Paris anp Lyoxs Raitway (Ganneron’s Company).—A meeting 
of the shareholders in this company was held yesterday at the Lon- 
don tavern, Francis Mowatt, Esq., in the chair. ‘The chairman said, 
he believed it was pretty well known that a number of companies,

about twenty, had been formed to compete for the Paris and Lyong 
Railway, and although their (Ganneron’s) company was formed early, 
with the intention of going for the adjudication, yet as the time drew 
near for that event to take p'ace, the state of the money market here 
confirmed them in an opmion'that it would be to their interest to 
entertain the question of a fusion of the companies. A difficulty, 
however, arose on the part of the French members of their (Ganne. 
ren’s) committee, the majority of whom had joined them from the 
desire of figuring as administrateurs of the affairs of the definitive 
company; and though they held but a very small money stake in 
the concern, there was a difficulty in getting them to enter into an 
arrangement by which they would be shut-out of office. It there. 
fore became necessary to find some means of getting their consent to 
the arrangement, and it was therefore determined to place at the 
disposal of their French committee about 3,800 extra shares, or 
about 400 in the definitive company, and an arrangement was then 
entered into by which that (Ganneron’s) was to be placed on the 
footing of the most favoured, and receive 42,364 shares in the joint 
company, out of which 21,182 were to be divided among the 200,000 
original shares allotted in this country. Having entered into an 
agreement to place at the disposal of the French committee 3,800 
shares in the company, or about 400 in the definitive company, it 
left at their disposal 20,782, which would give one share in the 
definitive company to every ten held originally, and leave a ba- 
lance of 782 shares at their disposal in any manner they should think 
proper. He had been requested by the committee to suggest that 
those shares should. under all the circumstances, be placed at the 
disposal of the committee. They had made arrangements for paying 
the excess of money in hand, not at the termination of sixty days, 
for which they were entitled to hold it, but immediately—on and 
after the 5th of the month; so that the holder of 100 shares, on pre- 





sentation of his receipt, would receive back 250/, and 10 shares, with 
5! paid. After some discussion, the report as delivered by the chair- 
man was received and adopted. 


MEETINGS OF PROJECTED RAILWAYS. 

Leeps anp Yorxk.—A general meeting of the Leeds and York 
Railway company was held at the Music hall, Leeds, on Monday. 
Mr Peter Fairbairn took chair at twelve o'clock, and the proceedings 
were commenced by Mr R. T. Brandling, the secretary, reading the 
advertisement by which the meeting had been called. The object 
of the meeting was advertised to be to consider the relations sub- 
sisting between the Manchester and Leeds Railway company and 
this company.’ Mr Brandling read the report of the directors, which 
was confined to the details of the particulars of negotiations which 
had taken place.between this company and the Manchester and 
Leeds company. It seemed, that in the month of August last a 
communication whs opened between Mr Fairbairn, the chairman of 
this company, and Mr Holdsworth, the chairman of the Manchester 
and Leeds company, which resulted ina certain arrangement between 
them on behalf of the respective companies, which agreement was 
afterwards confirmed by the respective directories ; but on the Man- 
chester and Leeds company subsequently entering into arrangements 
‘with Mr Iludson, the chairman of the York and North Midland, the 
Midland, and other railway companies in this district, the Man- 
chester and Leeds company refused to give that support to the Leeds 
and York company which Mr Holdsworth had premised. It seemed 
that the arrangement between Mr Holdsworth and Mr Fairbairn was, 
that the Manchester and Leeds company should have 5,000 shares 
allotted in the Leeds and York company, the deposit on which would 
amount to 13,125’; that these shares were allotted to ten of the 
Manchestcr and Leeds proprietors nominated by the directors of 
that company, and these ten were to form trustees on behalf of their 
own company. For these considerations the Leeds and Manchester 
company were to give their support and influence to the Leeds and 
York company in obtaining their act, &c., and the Leeds and York 
line was to run from the West Riding Union station, at Leeds. The 
Manchester and Leeds company, however, now refuse to give any 
support to the Leeds and York company beyond paying the deposit 
ov the 5,000 shares allotted to them; and they had even refused to 
sign the Leeds and York deed of agreement, though that, it was 
stated, was in the usual form of such documents. The secretary next 
read a report from the engineer, Mr Bateman, from which it ap- 
peared that the line was of easy construction, there being no gra- 
dients on it worse than 1 in 120. Strong disapprobation was ex- 
pressed at the conduct of the Manchester and Leeds company, and 
the resolution for the adoption of the report, &c., was unanimously 
carrie_™. It was also unanimously resolved to give the directors 
power to make such a special agreement as they might think ex- 
pedient with the ten Manchester and Leeds proprietors, as the latter 
refused to sign the usual subscribers’ agreement. ‘The latter resolu- 
tion was adopted under the advice of counsel. 

GuamorGan Centrat Minerat, ann Durrryn, LiYNol, AND 
Portu Cawt Rattway.—A meeting of the shareholders in this 
company was held on Tuesday, at Bridgend, of the proprietors in 
the Duffryn, Llynoi, and Porth Cawl Railway company, to consider 
the propriety of the conversion of shares of that company into shares 
of the Glamorgan Central Mineral Railway company, and to authorise 
certain parties to subscribe for shares in the Glamorgan company 
in behalf of the Duffryn, Llynoi, and Porth Cawl company. Sir D. ; 
Mackworth took the chair, and having explained that the proposition 
to allow certain parties to pay deposits in the name of the company 
arose from the fact of the deposits not being yet sufficiently paid up 
to enable them to go to Parliament, after considerable discussion, 
it was resolved that Sir R. Price, Mr Buckland, Mr Smith, Mr Jones, 
and Mr Rusher, be authorised to subscribe for shares in the proposed 
company, for which they are to be held harmless to any amount not 
excecding 2.000 shares in the whole.

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GENERAL NEWS. 


LEEDS AND CARLISLE.—This line has amalgamated with the Yorkshire and 
Glasgow Union, which was looked upon as its chief opponent. By arrangements 
entered into, that portion of the lines from Clifton to Hames (about 30 miles), 
which ran parallel to each other, becomes a joint line. The difficult sections of 
the Leeds and Carlisle, including the tunnel at Stakefelt, will be improved, and 
the proposed deviation will enable the line to be carried over the difficult part 
with a tunnel of about one mile only, whilst the present gradients are preserved. 

| The amalgamation is considered advantageous to the shareholders in both lines, 
as by their united influence all Spposition is expected to be overcome. 

STAFFORDSHIRE POTTERIES AND MANCHESTER AND LIVERPOUL.—A meet- 
ing of the Edinburgh shareholders has just been held in the Royal Hotel of that 
city, Mr Eagle Henderson in the chair; at which a resolution was passed, calling 
on the managing committee to wind up the concern as soon as possible, so as to 
retnrn the deposits, minus reasonable expenses, to the shareholders, 

THE EASTERN CounTIES.—On Thursday last, an entirely new arrangement 
of the passenger trains of the Eastern Counties will come into operation by or- 
der of the directors, affording cheapness of transit, and to the towns adjoining 
the railway, almost hourly means of approach throughout the day. The trains 
have been appointed to commence running from half-past eight o’clock in the 
morning, and two additional trains have been put on between London and 
Hertford. The whole of the trains between these termini will consist of first, 
second, and third class carriages, and which, if required, will stop at any of the 
intermediate stations, to take up or set down passengers. The distance between 
London and Edmonton, which is about 94 miles, will be performed in half an hour, 
andthe entire distance from London to Hertford in an hour and a half. Day tickets 
will be allowed to Waltham and the intermediate towns. A great reduction 
has been ordered in the charges; for Edmonton, the charge to and fro being 1s 
second class, and 9d third class; and the proportion is maintained to all the 
stations. 

Nortu BritisH.—The northern portion of this line is so fast approaching 
completion, that it is expected the first locomotive from Edinburgh to Dunbar, a 
distance of about thirty miles, will be started on the lst of February. 

The Dundee and Perth have made overtures of lease to the Dundee and 
Newtyle with its plant and appendages. 

The South Devon has been frequently traversed by a locomotive engine and 
tender during the past week, over the once-called unfathomable swamp of Cock- 
wood; The distance hss been accomplished in from 16 to 20 minutes. 

LEEDS AND THIRSK.—The works near Bramhope and Arthington, in the 
vicinity of Otley, are rapidly progressing under the direction of Mr Bray, the 
contractor. Several hundred men are actively employed in the first contract, 


which extends from Wesoel hill to Carr bridge, a distance of about five miles | 


and a half. Several of the working shafts for the Bramhope tunnel are nearly 
complete. The cuttings for the permanent railway have made considerable 
progress. Owing to the want of accommodation for the workmen and their 


families, a number of cottages are being built near the line. 





FOREIGN RAILWAY NEWS. 


RAILWAYS IN GERMANY. 


(From our own Correspondent, Mons. Brouwer de Hogendorp, Minister of the 
Provincial Council of Antwerp.) 


Cologne, Dec. 30. 

Sufficient importance does not appear to be attached generally in 
England to the exertions made in Germany for the construction of 
railways; a few years have scarcely elapsed since the system was 
unknown in that country; it was spoken of as one of the wonders 
of England and America, and when it was originally attempted to be 
introduced there were people sceptical enough to argue against its 
utility! Railways, said they, might be good for commerce, but 
on and industry could expect to reap no advantage from 

em; it would be the certain ruin of all carriers. In England, they 
continued, railways are only an objeet of luxury, and if Germany 
follows the example, they will be the same for her; but she is not 
rich enough to rush into such extravagances and chimeras. Rail- 
ways, added they, are serviceable for a thinly populated and a very 
expanded country—for North America and Russia for instance—but 
in Germany, where villages are close together and towns within easy 
distance of each other, the communications between the population 
are too easy to require an auxiliary which would be so expensive. 
A few years have, however, sufficed to overcome these prejudices ; 
let Europe Wat be blessed with a continuance of some years of peace, 
and Germany will be intersected by railways, extending for more 
than 6,000 English miles : 


Der Ersindung mussen weichen, 
So Gewicht als Widerstand ; 

Die aw ihre tragen Speichen, 
Sonst{der Gang der Welt Gebaunt. 

But, if we have arrived thus far, if we have followed so rapidly in 
the track of its progress, we are greatly indebted to our governments, 
who, instead of offering any check to its advance, have mainly assisted 
in its prosecution. We are not in the same situation as you English, 
who have no need of any government aid to direct or guide you; the 
principal element in your enterprises is the liberty of action ; with us 
it is quite different; our political education is not yet sufficiently 
advanced to enable us to emancipate ourselves from the protection of 
our governments. We need in our progress a helping hand, and 
this assistance our governments have afforded us. It has been by 
their means and by their means alone that we have been able to 
effect what we have already accomplished. It is the govermments 
who have supported and strengthened the spirit of enterprise, and to 
them is also to be atiributed that, without risk or danger to our un- 
dertakings, we shall pass the present crisis, I thought it necessary 
to preface this communication with these observations previous to 
entering upon the subject of works in execution, because you will 
not fail to remark in the sequel how the fostering hands of govern- 
ments are manifest. 

_ I shall commence my review with Saxony, because that country 
is the centre, as it were, from which all the railways which soon 
will cover all the country will radiate, and this centre I — at 
Leipzig; that is the great high north road, which on one side leads by 
| Berlin, towards Stettin, Frankfort S. Oder, Posen, Danzig and Konigs- 
berg, and on tlie other by Magdeburg, towards Hamburgh, Hanover, 


Bremen, EastFriesland, and Holland. Thence, also, is the point of 
a line towards the west, which, by Thuringia, takes the direction 
towards Frankfort S. Mein, France, and Belgium. From Leipzig 
also will spring the great lines towards the south; one the Saxon- 
Bohemian, going towards Prague, Vienna, Gemunden, Italy, and 
Huovgary ; the other the Saxon-Bavarian, which will open the com- 
munication with Bavaria, Wurtemberg, and Switzerland—and be- 
sides, the great line to the east, the Saxon-Silesian, by Breslau to- 
wards Poland and Russia. The line from Leipzig to Magdeburg only 
runs through the Saxon territory for a very short distance, and that 
of Thuringia merely joins on to the group of railways at Leipzig and 
is not a work of Saxony. ‘The Saxon-Bavarian line is constructed by 
the Saxon Government and the Duchy of Altenburg. A provisional 
committee for the formation of this railway was established in 1836, 
in the towns of Leipzig and Altenburg. «ln 1841 an agreement was 
concluded between the governments interested for determining the 
direction of this line and its junction with the Bavarian Railway, and 
the laws of the company were definitively approved the following 
year. This line starting from Leipzig takes its direction towards 
Hof on the Bavarian frontier, and a branch will connect Werdau with 
Zwickau, The Saxon Government and the Duchy of Altenburg were 
to furnish a quarter of the capital. The two Governments under- 
took during the construction to pay interest on such part of the capi- 
tal as should be advanced by private individuals, and to renounce on 
their own part all claim for interest on such proportion as they should 
furnish, till the railway should have produced a net revenue of 4 
per cent to the shareholders. They commenced the works and the 
ine was opened as far as Crimmitzehaee since last year. However, 
in the prosecution of the works it was discovered that the expense of 
the line would considerably exceed the original estimates. These 
estimates amounted to 6,000,000 thalers (900,000/), and it was acknow- 
Jedged that eleven millions would be barely sufficient. ‘The direc- 
tion of the company then addressed the respective governments to 
induce them to agree to similar conditions for this supplementary 
capital as for the original ove. The governments entertained the 
subject in the most liberal manner, and came to the following reso- 
lutions under date of last May. They increase their proportion of 
capital in the undertaking by an additional 1,666,666 thalers, and 
promised in the event of that not being sufficient, to lend to the 
company all that might be required for the prosecution of the works. 
They besides guaranteed to the shareholders interest at the rate of 4 
per cent during the five first years after the opening of the entire 
line, and the proportion of the capital from the governments was 
furnished on the original conditions, as also with the similar privi- 
leges to the shareholders. Neverthless, a new clause was introduced, 
which has been the source of some difficulties. The two govern- 
ments had stipulated in the commencement that they should have 
had the right to purchase the railway after twenty-five years. They 
now ask to alter this condition, and that in compensation for the 
sacrifices which they have agreed to make, this right shall be acquired 
after fifteen years. The governments and the company have not been 
able to agree on this point. ‘The business has therefore been sub- 
mitted to the states. 

‘This excess beyond the estimates arose from the difficulties of the 
ground, which were met with particularly in that part between 
Werdau as far as the Bavarian frontier, which is now in the course 
of execution. The works here are of the most important character, 
especially the passage by means of a viaduct of the Goltzschthal and 
of the Elsterthal. Notwithstanding these difficulties, however, tc 
which we have alluded above, the operations are advancing with 
great rapidity; already the rails are laid to near Elsterthal; and the 
contract for the materials for the construction of the great viaducts 
between Reichencach and Raeren has been taken. Since the 7th 
September the line has been opened as far as Zwickau for the length 
of 11 4-5ths German miles. The decision of the states in respect to 
the conditions submitted by the goveraments will doubtless be in ac- 
cordance with the views of the company. ‘The minster in his report 
does not offer any opposition to its acceptance, if such be the dis- 
position of the states. During the year 1844, the line has been 
opened the length of 9 German miles; the number of passengers has 
amounted to 2!7,129, and the receipts have been 177,603 thalers. At 
the end of July of this year the receipts amounted to 100,989 thalers, 
which was within a trifle of the receipts to the same period of last 
year. These receipts do not cover the expenses, but it must be 
observed that the line at present is not continuous, and that therefore 
it will not acquire its natural importance till it shall become in con- 
nexion with the Bavarian lines. The average price of the shares on 
this line was in January, 1845, 98, in the present month 91. Before 
entering upon the subject of the other lines which start from Leipzig, 
I will just mention a project which has great chance of success, and 
which consists in the formation of a railway from Gera to Altenburg, 
which will bring this last mentioned town into connexion with the 
Saxon-Bavarian line. ‘This plan would supplant that of a line direct 
from Leipzig to Gera, for which subscriptions had already been 
raised, but to which the governments would not give their sanction. 

The railway from Leipzig to Dresden is the first and important } 
link of the great lines of the south and of the east. This was the 
first great railway in Germany upon which locomotive engines were 
used. As far back as the year 1833, a company was formed for the 
construction of this road, uader the auspices of the American Consul, 
Mr List. The first section was opened for public traffic in 1837, and 
the entire line was finished in 1839. ‘The shares of thiscompany are 
now quoted at 130; the total receipts amounted in 1844 to 537,923 
thalers, and the number of passengers to 430,197. These amounts 
will be considerably increased in future, as this line will benefit 
greatly by the construction of the one from Chemnitz to Risa, and by 
those towards Silesia and Bohemia. According to the calculation 
which formed the basis for the carrying out this project in the first 
instance, they reckon upon the carriage between Chemnitz and Risa 
of 400,000 passengers, and 2,000,000 quintals of merchandise. The 
line from Chemnitz falls in with the one from Dresden. It is possible

that at some future time it will be united with the branch of the 
Saxon-Bavarian line to Zwickau. A company for the formation of a 
railway, with an extension as far as Zwickau, was established at 
Chemnitz in 1836, under the title of the “ Erzgebirgisehen Eisenbahn 
Gesellschaft.” In 1844 the government informed them of its inten- 
tion to grant them the concession of the line, and of taking part in its 
execution, according to the same terms that had been agreed upon 
for the construction of the Saxon-Bavarian line. It appearing, how- 
ever, that this determination of the government would throw impe- 
diments in the way, the directors gave them to understand that they 
did not require this proposed intervention, though they did not alto- 
gether reject it, and that they were prepared to commence the works 
with their own means. The government, consequently, immediately 
granted them the required concession, Viewing the pecuniary posi- 
tion of the company, as the amounts of the capital raised by them 
amounted to only three millions of thalers, and they required four 
millions, government resolved, with the sanction of the states, and 
maintaining its right of purchase, to take a quarter of the shares, viz. 
the additional million thalers. The preparatory works are now 
finished ; the definitive plans relative to the diversion of a part of the 
line, which it has been deemed necessary to vary, are submitted for 
the approbation of the government; as soon as this is received, the 
works will be commenced in the neighbourhood of Waltheim, where 
the most extensive and important parts will have to be encountered. 
The other parts of the line are in progress. 


The Silesian-Saxon line is an extension of the one from Leipzig 
to Dresden; it takes the course of Radeberg, Bischosswerda, Baut- 
zen, Lobau, and Reichenbach towards Gorlitz, and joins that from 
Breslau to Frankfort S.; Oder. The state is the proprietor, 
under the same conditions as those of the’ Saxon-Bavarian! line, of 
one-third of the shares. Few lines have presented such difficulties 
in the construction as those which exist on this one ; they have been 
under the necessity, in addition, to forego the usual maximum of 
gradients, there being inclines of 1-55, 1-65, and 1-90. The works 
of magnitude are the viaducts of Dennitzthal and of Spresthal, and 
the bridge over the Roder, and which merit honourable mention. 
Since the 19th November the line has been opened as far as Rade- 
berg, which is just the portion upon which the greatest difficulties 
have arisen. It is intended to ascend, from the valley of the Elbe, 
the summit which separates it from the valley of the Spree. The 
steep inclines to which I have alluded above are in this section. In- 
variably they use locomotive engines, which fully answer to every 
purpose of expedition. The road is completed as far as Bischoss- 
werda, and will very soon be open for traffic. The shares of this 
company are now quoted at 105; their average price last January 
was 107. Those of Chemnitz-Risa are worth 96, and in November, 
1844, they were quoted on the Bourse at Leipzig at 109. A company 
has undertaken to construct a branch line, starting from Lobau on 
the Dresden road to Gorlith towards Zittau. The government in 
this also holds a quarter of the capital. This branch has not yet 
appeared of any great importance, but it is contemplated hereafter 
to extend it towards Rheichenberg and towards the Vienna rail- 
way. The works are in great forwardness on this line, and the 
shares of the company are only quoted on the Bourse at Leipzig at 
89. We now come to the last of the lines, which completes the reti- 
culation of the Saxon railways; it is that which we denominated the 
Saxon-Bohemian. In the act of concession of the 6th May, 1835, 
power was granted to the Railway company of Leipzig and Dresden 
to construct a line towards the frontier of Bohemia, in the direction 
of Prague ; they did not make use of this privilege. In the course 
of the present year, however, negotiations were entered upon for 
the execution of this line between the government, the Dresden 
Railway company, the Saxon-Bavarian company, and sundry capi- 
talists. These negotiations not having come to a favourable éermi- 
nation, the government has determined to undertake the construc- 
tion of the line, subject to the resolution of the States, to whom a 
report has been submitted upon the propositions made by the com- 
panies. This step was deemed necessary in consequence of the agree- 
ment made with Austria for the construction of this line on the two 
territories. Since the Ist December the works have been begun at 
Dresden ; on the Austrian side they are actively employed near 
Prague and Kralub. 


BELGIAN RAILWAYS. 

It is reported that the Louvain and Namur Grand Junction, and 
Luxemburg companies have entered into an agreement perfecting 
the direction to be given to the line from Louvain to Charleroy and 
Namur. ‘The arrangement is such as we anticipated in our letter of 
last week, as being the only one that was for the interest of all 
parties. It was resolved that the Louvain line shall be carried from 
Gembloux, on the one hand, to Namur, and, on the other hand, to 
Charleroy. The two other companies shall have the right, if their 
projects are sanctioned by the Chambers, to make use of those parts 
of the road, which are to be common to them, by indemnifying the 
Louvain company. The indemnification will be such that there will 
neither be profit nor loss. This agreement is certainly the best thing 
that could be done. ‘The minister of public works has not only 
acceded to it, but it has been encouraged by him. 


FRENCH RAILWAYS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

Confidence is every day returning in our share market, and there 
was much buoyancy through the whole week. Many causes may be 
ascribed for the general rise of the French securities. 

It seemed a fortnight ago that it was impossible to think of form- 
ing any new scheme for any new railways, at least in the French 
markets. The best projects were met with more than indifference ; 
the subscribers, if there were any, did not give their money. But 
now there are new railway companies spoken of, and, among others,a 
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company for branches, who intend to publish their prospectus ij 
January next. 

The Northern shares have improved from 737f 50c to 756f 25c, 
The price of 750f has brought many sales, and has been very difficult 
to get over. Paris and Orleans have briskly advanced. Both lines 
of Versailles have been largely purchased this week, because it ig 
generally believed that the Chamber of Deputies will adopt, during 
this session, the Western line. which must be granted to both con. 
cerns. The right bank of Versailles have improved 75f—from 455f 
to 530f. The left bank from 307f 50c to 355f. 

There are very few transactions in the Dieppe and Fecamp, they 
vary from 470f to 480f. These low prices seem to have been brought 
by the last call, but as the company have begun the works of the line 
with the greatest activity, it is probable that they will soon reach 
again the par. 

The premium is in advance upon all the constituted shares of the 
Coulisse. The Paris and Lyons scrip have improved from 590f to 
635f. Tours and Nantes from 550f to 582f 50c. Paris and Stras- 
burg not much in request; the scrip are sellers from 535f to 
532f 50c. Lyons and Avignon is dull at 545f. There is much 
uncertainty about that railway. It is probable now that it will not 
be adjudicated before the end of January, and many persons are 
fully persuaded that it will be granted directly to the two principal 
companies. 

The Moniteur of to-day contains a royal ordinance spproving the 
adjudication of Creil and St Quentin.

The chief objects of remark in the above returns are a continued 
decrease of the circulation consequent upon the recent large pay- 
ments on account of the revenue, while the securities, which for 
a long time past have been increasing, show a slight decrease— 
a considerable decrease of private deposits and of bullion. 

Money has been decidedly more abundant, and obtainable on 
easier terms, during the week than for some time past, and the 
public securities of all kinds, as well as the share market, have 
experienced a remarkable improvement. The funds, however, 
have been somewhat flatter to-day, and prices rather lower, 
chiefly owing to parties being desirous to realise the late ad- 
vance of prices. The easier state of the money market appears, 
however, to be attributable chiefly to a dulness of business and 
a total absence of transactions except for the most pressing 
wants. There has seldom been a period when less business of 
a heavy character requiring large money arrangements has been 
done than during the past month. For our general views on 
the prospects of the money market we refer our readers to a 
leading article on that subject in another part of the paper. 

The quantity of business transacted this day in the foreign ex- 
changes was extremely limited, and generally the supply of bills 
was very small and scarcely adequate to the demand. The rate of 
exchange on Antwerp, Hamburgh, and Paris (for three months 
bills) was consequently somewhat lower. A slight improvement, 
however, was obtained for paper on Holland. 

In reference to our remarks last week on the subject of the 
rapid increase of the advances on securities by the Bank of Eng- 
land during the last two months, in the face of a diminishing 
circulation, proving, as we contended, the error committed by Sir 
RoWert Peel, in basing his new Bank bi!l on a supposed corres- 
pondence of the advances of bankers and the circulation of their 
notes, it has been observed that the circulation of notes has fallen 
off nearly in the proportion that the bullion has diminished ; by 
this it is inferred that the diminution of bullion having been to 
supply internal circulation, the coin may have merely replaced the 
notes taken out of circulation, In the first place we do not 
see any reason for thinking that this suggestion offers any 
explanation of the phenomena referred to. We admit that the 
diminution of bullion from the Bank has been chiefly if not 
wholly to supply internal circulation. But that circulation has 
been chiefly in Scotland and Ireland, where at this period of the 
year the amonnt of notes issued has always been above the 
average of the year to which they are now restricted; and con- 
sequently so far the increase of coin circulation may have lessened 
the amount of Scotch and Irish notes which otherwise would have 
been issued during the last two months, but it cannot have in- 
terfered with the circulation of the Bank of England notes which 


are not used in either country. Then again, the purposes for

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which gold coin and Bank of England notes are used in England 
being so essentially different we do not believe that the increase 
of the one would account for the decrease of the other. We would 
rather expect that they would increase or decrease together. 
But then, even though it were so, it would no less show that Sir R. 
Peel had committed a great error, inasmuch as the whole of his 
system and the supposed checks which it contains against 
abuses, are based entirely on an attempt to regulate the circula- 
tion of notes only ; altogether overlooking the part of the circula- 
tion consisting of cuin. Sir Robert Peel has looked only at one 
half of the subject. In treating of bankers’ liabilities, and their 
power to give credit, he saw only circulation, and altogether over- 
looked the far more important element of deposits; in treating of 
the fluctuations of circulation, and the power which he supposed 
they exerted over prices, he saw only notes, and altogether over- 
looked the equally important part of the circulation—coin. 

The accounts from the Continent, especially from Paris, (by the 
mail arrived late this evening) are much improved. Money is 
more abundant, and confidence is considerably restored. On ac- 
count of the late arrival of the mail, we have been obliged tocur- 
tail our Paris letter given in its usual place. 

The latest accounts from the United States represent moncy as 
becoming very scarce, owing to the large sums sent into the West 
for the purchase of grain.
